Conventional

ONE OF the first times I ran into a 
full-fledged City Hall stonewall was in 
spring 1984, when San Francisco was 
gearing up to host the Democratic 
National Convention. 

I was working one night a week as 
a volunteer at the Haight Ashbury 
Switchboard, a community informa- 
tion and referral center and crisis 
hotline. Back then, the switchboard 
office was on Haight Street (it’s in the 
Mission now), and I couldn’t help but 
notice that there seemed to be an 
awful lot of cops driving along the 
street every night. 

In fact, based on the calls I was 
getting, the word on the street was 
that the police were conducting 
regular nightly ‘“‘sweeps,’’ not just in 
the Haight but on Polk Street, in the 
Mission, at Civic Center and South of 
Market, rounding up hippies, drunks, 
hookers, homeless people and anyone 
else who looked like the sort that 
might frighten a convention delegate. 

If that were true, I knew, it would 
be a hot story. Under the California 
Public Records Act, the police have 
to keep a log of all arrests and that 
information is public. I went down to 
Park Precinct and checked the 
blotter, but there was nothing 
unusual. It looked about the same as 
last year’s. So the next time I saw 
some poor spaced-out hairy soul 
getting stuffed into a police van, I 
called the Park Precinct watch 
commander and asked what the 
person just popped on Haight and 
Central was being charged with. 
“‘He’s not under arrest,’’ the 
lieutenant told me. ‘‘He’s been picked 
up for questioning in connection with 
[pause] a pending assault case.” 

Fascinating. I called the police 
Legal Affairs Division, where another 
lieutenant explained that brief 
involuntary detention for questioning 
is allowed under Penal Code Section 
849 (b). And yes, in fact, every time 
somebody is detained under that 
code, the officer has to file a form. 

Bingo. All I needed was a chance to 
compare the 849 (b) forms from 1983 
and 1984, and I’d be able to settle the 
issue once and for all. I send the 
police chief a formal request letter, 
citing the Public Records Act. His 
response: No. The records in question 
weren’t public, he argued, since the 
people hadn’t actually been arrested. 

Because of a technicality that some 
Police Department lawyer had learned 
to exploit, I’d have to sue to get the 
records and by the time the case even 
got to court, the convention would be 
long over. 

Six years later, it’s become obvious 
to me and to anyone else who has 
tried to keep on eye on local 
government that California’s much- 
heralded public-records and open- 
meeting laws are in serious trouble. 
From PG&E contracts to negotiations 
with the Giants and Raiders to 
Mission Bay agreements and a host of 
other issues, major decisions get made 
in secret and the records are never 
released. 

That’s the focus of this week’s 
special issue: how a legacy of 
loopholes have crippled public access 
and what we can do about it.

The next Ralph M. Brown 


Francisco Chronicle published Michael 

Harris’s ten-part series, ‘Your secret govern- 
ment,’’ the doors of local government in Califor- 
nia were habitually closed. Bureaucrats and elected 
officials acted as if the things they did in our names 
were none of our business. Local agencies could, 
essentially at their whim, kick the public out of 
their meetings and discuss, debate, cut deals and 
make policy behind closed doors. 

And that, Harris reported, was exactly what 
they did. Harris’s series set off one of those rare 
periods in politics when the concerns and demands 
of the public are so overwhelming that elected of- 
ficials are driven to respond, and occasionally, to 
exhibit real leadership. In this case, it was Ralph M. 
Brown, the speaker of the Assembly, who recog- 
nized the serious problem outlined in the Harris 
stories and moved quickly to find a solution. 
Working with Harris and a lawyer for the League 
of California Cities, Brown crafted the landmark 
1953 bill that became his most enduring legacy. 
The Ralph M. Brown Open Meetings Act requires 
all legislative bodies throughout the state to meet 
in public, unless very specific exemptions apply. 

But as the Northern California chapter of the 
Society of Professional Journalists prepares to 
honor Harris and others at its March 22nd Free- 
dom of Information Awards Dinner, it’s impor- 
tant to realize that the job Harris started in 1952 is 
far from finished. Since the day the Brown Act 
took effect, legislators, administrators, bureau- 
crats and special-interest lobbyists have been trying 
to find ways around it. In fact as we report on page 
17, the Brown Act and the Public Records Act are 


Ties years ago, when the San 


riddled with hundreds of exceptions and loopholes 
that have been carved out bit by bit over the years 
and that are now so extensive they threaten the en- 
tire premise of the legislation. 

McLaughlin’s story, based on two extensive 
studies, shows for the first time just how many 
loopholes there are. Some, he found, reflect 
reasonable privacy concerns. 

But in an alarming number of instances, the ex- 
ceptions appear to be aimed at protecting some 
powerful interest or hiding some policy decisions 
from the public. Why, for example, should the 
state board that oversees the vast workers’ com- 
pensation fund be allowed a blanket exemption to 
meet in secret? Why should public hospital dis- 
trict boards be allowed to cut secret deals with 
private companies to sell.off assets? 

California’s open-government laws, once the 
envy of journalists across the nation, are now so 
badly damaged by adverse court rulings and crip- 
pling special exemptions that it’s become almost 
impossible for any journalist or civic activist to 
monitor fully any local government agency any- 
where in the state. It’s time for a housecleaning, 
time to consolidate, revise and update the Brown 
Act, Public Records Act and other major open- 
government laws to eliminate the loopholes, clear 
up the contradictions and close down the legal 
shelters for secrecy-minded officials. 

That won’t be easy. It will require enough public 
outcry to create the same sort of climate that ex- 
isted in 1953 and it will take the kind of leadership 
Brown demonstrated 38 years ago. 

In short, it’s time for the next Ralph M. Brown 
to step forward. Who’s it going to be? 


The State University stonewall 


should be anathema to institutions of higher 

learning. Education requires openness, the 
free exchange of information. When the 
educational institution is a public university, 
the mandate for openness is that much stronger. 

So it is galling to find that one of the worst ex- 
amples of government secrecy involves San Fran- 
cisco State University and many of the other cam- 
puses in the California State University system. In 
articles beginning on page 15, Craig McLaughlin 
reports on two ways CSU officials have been 
avoiding public accountability. One concerns 
“‘auxiliary’’ foundations, the other the CSU 
Board of Trustees. 

We first encountered the problem of a secret 
foundation at San Francisco State in 1983, when 
we went out to the campus to try to inspect the 
financial records of a magazine called feed/back, 
which was published as a quarterly journalism 
review by the State Journalism Department. For 
years, we’d been watching as feed/back ran 
critical articles (and sometimes vicious, unsup- 
ported attacks) on small, independent publica- 
tions around the Bay, while virtually ignoring the 
two biggest players in town, the Examiner and 
Chronicle. Knowing that the quickest way to get 
to the bottom of a political story is to follow the 
money, we set out to determine exactly who was 
funding feed/back. 

What we found was a stone wall. The magazine 
had hidden its finances through a private, off-cam- 
pus foundation that was beyond the control of uni- 
versity officials. It took several years, constant 
public-records pressure and a multimillion-dollar 
libel suit (filed by a feed/back editor seeking to 
stop us) before we were able to get the records and 
confirm that some major local corporations (like 
PG&E and Chevron) had helped underwrite the 
publication. 

But as McLaughlin reports, there are now 64 aux- 
iliary foundations on CSU campuses around the 
state. While the CSU campuses themselves are sub- 
ject to the California Public Records Act, ad- 
ministrators of the auxiliaries claim they are ex- 
empt from the act because they are organized as 
private, nonprofit corporations. 

Despite that claim, the ties between the founda- 
tions and the universities are undeniably strong.

It makes no sense that on-campus foundations that 
process millions of dollars for campus programs 
should be immune from public scrutiny. 

Whether these organizations are truly exempt 
from the Public Records Act is now the subject of 
debate. The Bay Guardian and the San Jose 
Mercury News have both tested current policy 
by filing public-records requests with founda- 
tions on CSU’s San Francisco and San Jose cam- 
puses. Both requests were turned down, and the 
Mercury News may take the matter to court. 

But whatever the outcome of a court case, the 
fact remains: The state’s public-records and open- 
meetings laws shouldn’t allow such broad exemp- 
tions. We think it’s pretty simple. If a public 
university wants to operate or sanction special non- 
profit foundations to handle certain types of 
university funds, fine: Let them be subject to the 
same disclosure rules as any other government 
agency. Period. No exceptions. End of story. 


chancellor and the CSU trustees ought to be 

using their influence to bring the foundations 
under control and into the open. Unfortunately, 
the trustees — in the second instance of CSU 
secrecy — have shown little interest of latein open 
government. 

In July and September, the board delegated re- 
sponsibility for setting the salaries of top ad- 
ministrators during closed meetings, in violation 
of the Bagley-Keene Act. The chancellor and 
board chairwoman then secretly handed top ad- 
ministrators raises of 24 percent or more, despite 
the system’s austerity budget. 

When called to task by the California First 
Amendment Coalition, the board added insult to 
injury by violating the Bagley-Keene Act once 
more. It met in closed session, citing the threat of 
pending litigation by CFAC, then went on to dis- 
cuss its policies on salaries and perks again. 

As CFAC President Mel Opotowsky told the 
Bay Guardian, ‘‘The only thing clear is that the 
board is still unclear on the concept.”’ It’s time for 
the trustees to get an education. They should im- 
mediately cancel all previous decisions on com- 
pensation made in secret, roll back the salaries, 
and begin the entire discussion of salaries over 
from scratch.

Busted for rolling papers 

The Bay Guardian is right to question the indif- 
ference of San Francisco’s congresswomen to our 
growing Drug Enforcement Abuse (DEA) prob- 
lem (see Bay Guardian, 3/7/90). 

In fact, Rep. Barbara Boxer has worked actively 
to make matters worse by cosponsoring a bill, HR 
3220, that would make personal possession of so- 
called drug paraphernalia punishable by up fo three 
years in prison, a fine and possible property 
forfeiture. The bill outlaws anything used to 
cultivate, harvest, manufacture, prepare, analyze, 
package, store, conceal, inject, ingest or inhale a 
controlled substance, including water pipes, roach 
clips, gardening equipment, scales, sifters, purity 
testing kits, blenders and spoons, to name but a 
few of the items listed. The upshot is that if the feds 
caught you with a joint, the penalty would be worse 
for possessing the paper than for the marijuana 
itself! 

HR 3220 has attracted protests from AIDS ac- 
tivists because it would also outlaw needle ex- 
change. Ms. Boxer has apologized for this gaffe, 
but has yet to apologize to all of the pot smokers in 
her district for trying to criminalize their private 
health habits.

Head Start clarification 


After reading ‘‘A big victory for grassroots 
Head Start coalition,’? (see Bay Guardian, 
3/20/90) I would like to clarify a few points. 

Far West Laboratory supports community in- 
terests in controlling the San Francisco Head Start 
program. We are not endorsing any particular 
grant application or group. We will work with 
whatever agency wins the award to effect asmooth 
transition from interim to permanent status. 

The parents, community and staff protests in the 
form of two letters mentioned in the article consist 
of one letter signed by eight out of 910 parents and 
one letter signed by three out of 115 staff. The let- 
ters did state many accurate facts; communication 
and scheduling of events, given the urgency to 
open sites, reach compliance and deal with the dif- 
ficulties of transition have been problematic. Some 
staff and parents did not agree, nor did they ap- 
prove my recommendations for hiring some staff. 


The Bay Guardian’s regular Press Box column 
will return next week. 


However, 59 positions were approved, as well as 
two recommendations to reopen central office 
positions. In total, two recommendations for hir- 
ing were disapproved. Finally, on the matter of 
these two letters, both the parent and staff letters 
came from Mission Neighborhood House Head 
Start Delegate Agency parents and staff. It is im- 
possible to determine how representative these 
comments are of the remaining 660 families in the 
other sectors of the city. These letters were not 
decisive factors in Far West Laboratory’s decision 
to withdraw from the permanent grantee competi- 
tion. It is the belief in community control and 
leadership of community service programs that 
guided that decision. 

I think it is a bit too early for any group to claim 
victory. I think victory can only be claimed when 
San Francisco Head Start moves beyond being a 
political forum to being a collaboration of staff, 
parents and community agencies to empower par- 
ents and to intervene with children to overcome the 
complex issues low-income families face today. 

Far West Laboratory will continue to be in- 
volved in the lives of low and no-income children, 
youth and families in our work with the Bay Area 
Early Intervention Project, national training of in- 
fant and toddler care providers, Western Center 
for Drug Free Schools and Communities, pro- 
grams.for at-risk youth, etc. We have been pleased 
to be the interim Head Start grantee and look for- 
ward to the possibility of being involved in local 
and regional Head Start work as developed with 
the community and ACYF.

"TROUBLE IN 
PARADISE: 
“THEY'RE KILLING 
OUR IMAGE’ 


“EXECUTION?”’ asked a Marin County 
resident who looked to be about 25 years 
old. ‘‘What execution?”’ 

He was not the only one at Larkspur 
Landing, a pedestrian mall barely half a 
mile from San Quentin prison, who 
seemed to be blissfully ignoring, or avoid- 
ing, the event slated to take place April 3rd. 

As the mothballs are removed from the 
gas chamber in preparation for the 
execution of Robert Alton Harris, Marin 
residents are fighting back. They’re on a 
mission, determined to save not one man’s 
life but to protect a way of life. 

A recent afternoon of interviews 
uncovered a range of concerns. Between 
bites of $3 pizza slices and jaunts to the 
24-hour Nautilus center, a dozen locals 
shared their opinions with the Bay 
Guardian. 

“‘T don’t think people look down the 
street [to San Quentin]. If they do, they 
turn their head,’’ explained David 
Atencio, 25. Atencio paused, ‘‘It won’t 
affect us. ..not in Marin.” 

A rental agent at a local realtor summed 
up the prevailing attitude: ‘‘We prefer not 
to think about it.” 

But some Larkspur pedestrians were 
hardly so laissez-faire. ‘‘If it disrupts 
traffic, I don’t approve of that. They 
[demonstrators] don’t have the right to do 
that,’’ said one longtime resident who 
declined to give her name. The woman 
said protests meant ‘‘people from Berkeley 
and San Francisco coming here. And 
that’s detrimental.” 

The California Department of Correc- 
tions has heard these rumblings and sched- 
uled the execution for 3 a.m. to assuage 
locals’ concerns. 

“We looked at the impact on the com- 
munity, looked at the traffic problems,”’ 
said Lieutenant Cal White. ‘‘We’re trying 
to minimize the impact.” 

‘‘What would be nice, is if they could 
spread them [executions] out over a larger 
geographic area. It would be nice if they 
weren’t all clustered in Marin County,”’ 
said Sausalito Mayor Bob Mitchell. 

Closer to the gas chamber, in San 
Quentin Village, concern about traffic 
jams has taken a backseat to the truly 
pressing issue of protecting property. 

Organizers for the 96-person San 
Quentin Village Association say the Village 
is digging in, preparing for the ‘‘im- 
pending onslaught”’ and ‘‘siege’’ they 
believe anti-death-penalty demonstrators 
are now planning. One organizer, Ann 
Cymerys, said a neighbor told her she 
“had a gun and would use it.’” 

Other locals also had ideas for the San 
Quentin property itself. ‘‘It’s prime real 
estate there. If they dropped a nuclear 
bomb in there, they could make a nice 
real-estate development,’’ outlined Eric 
Amada, 21, a construction worker from 
San Rafael. Amada proposed moving the 
prisoners to Candlestick Park and selling 
T-shirts at the public executions. 

Amada also expressed frustration at the 
legal hurdles to execution. ‘‘These guys 
[inmates] don’t deserve to go by the 
Constitution or that crap.” 

In the classrooms of local high schools, 





the upcoming execution isn’t exactly a hot 
topic. Not one of four high schools con- 
tacted by the Bay Guardiari had any 
plans to discuss the death penalty. 

“No, not doing anything. We are still 
working on AIDS,”’ was the closest any 
school came to acknowledging the issue. 

Not all Larkspur pedestrians were 
worried about traffic or property values. 
Richard Daunt, a local businessman, 
took an independent course. 

“‘The executions are going to be a 
positive reflection on the community. I’m 
frustrated to think that anyone would 
oppose the executions [and] go against the 
will of the people.”’

SPORTS ANGLERS 
FORCE WORKING 
FISHERMEN OFF 
THE WHARF 


“*PIER PRESSURE”’ from sports-fisher- 
men’s groups has marooned commercial 
halibut fishermen for the second time in 
three years. 

After vigorous lobbying efforts by 
United Anglers and the Halibut Coalition, 
groups composed primarily of sportsmen, 
the state Fish and Game Commission 
decided March Ist to pull netting permits 
from three longtime Fisherman’s Wharf 
skippers, Mike ‘‘Candy’’ Mitchell, Phil 
Battaglia and ‘‘Johnny T.’’ Tarantino. 

Sports anglers, who fish off chartered 
“‘party boats,”’ say the latest ruling is a 
boon, not only to them, but to the Bay’s 
halibut school, which they say was being 
gutted by the trawlers. 

Banned, within three miles of the coast, 
was the ‘otter trawl,’’ a cone-shaped net 
that recently replaced the ‘‘gill net,’’ 
banned in 1981 because it snared sea birds 
along with fish. Sports fishermen charged 
the more-efficient otter trawl is catching so 
many fish that it’s responsible for their 
recent poor hauls — in the summer of 
1988, sportsmen hooked a measly 248 
halibut, a thousand fewer than the year 
before and their lowest catch in a decade. 

But Fish and Game biologist Dave 
Thomas isn’t convinced. ‘‘The landings 
indicate the population is not at a real low 
level,’’ he said. 

“Candy”’ Mitchell, mopping up the last 
of a big breakfast at Lou’s on the Wharf 
one morning recently, took it a step 
farther: ‘‘They want the halibut for 
themselves. 

“They [the Fish and Game Commis- 
sion] denied it on politics, not on 
resources,”’ said the owner of the 44-foot 
Linda Noelle. 

If that’s so, the outcome is hardly 
surprising, given the two camps’ 
politicking styles. The well-organized 
Halibut Coalition produced a PR packet 
complete with charts, graphs, favorable 
newspaper articles and missives to state 
officials on their own letterhead. 
Meanwhile, Mitchell’s partisans at Lou’s 
kidded about which bones to break of a 
local columnist they don’t like, and 
“Candy”’ himself refutes his foes’ 
arguments with a hearty ‘‘Bullshit!”’ 

This stink, says one party-boat captain 
who asked not to be identified, is the worst 
he’s witnessed in his 26 years of fishing. 
He said he’s been threatened with reprisals 
by Battaglia and Tarantino, who own the

white supremacist literature at meetings. 

According to Colonel Paul Monroe, 
government affairs officer of the Califor- 
nia National Guard, ‘‘These individuals 
have been investigated and action was 
taken where warranted.’’ Monroe also 
denied reports that reserve members are 
trained with and carry weapons. 

Marks said his bill is intended to call 
attention to abuses within the reserve. He 
added that “‘if the need for the reserve can 
be justified,’’ he will amend the bill to 
retain the unit, but with tighter controls, 
including civilian review. 

But to Doug Thompson, director of the 
Friends Committee on Legislation, one of 
the main backers of the bill, the very 
existence of the reserve is both unnecessary 
and frightening. 

“To charge a domestic military force 
with the task of gathering intelligence on 
state citizens, to train them in the use of 
tear gas and truncheons and to arm them 
with automatic weapons is to invite 
martial law. 

“In a democracy, civil dissent is some- 
thing to be recognized and encouraged. 
The state should not be in the business of 
preparing to crush it.”’

TO FOCUS ON 
ECOLOGY AND

money to feed themselves adequately? 

Environmentalists will be asking 
themselves such questions at the First In- 
ternational Ecocity Conference in Berkeley 
later this month. Organized by the 
Berkeley-based group, Urban Ecology, 
this long overdue convergence of urban 
issues and ecology is in large part inspired 
by the work of Berkeley architect Carl 
Anthony. 

“‘As long as you’re attempting to re- 
structure the city, it’s an opportunity to 
solve major social problems,’’ Anthony 
said.‘‘It’s not a separate issue.’’ At the 
conference, Anthony will speak on ‘‘Social 
Justice in a Sustainable City.’’ According 
to Anthony, black church and community 
groups are showing interest in urban 
ecology. He expects to have the first urban 
ecology newsletter aimed at black Amer- 
icans available next month. 

The Ecocity Conference features 120 
speakers and panelists, including: Fritjof 
Capra, physicist; Hazel Henderson, 
economist; Huey Johnson, founder of 
Trust for Public Land and Paolo Soleri, 
architect and philosopher. 

Other topics to be addressed include 
“permaculture,’’ a cross between urban 
architecture and agriculture, in a talk by 
Copenhagen architect Floyd Stein, who 
recently completed a-six-story apartment 
building incorporating a solarium for 
agriculture. Peter Calthorpe, a San 
Francisco architect and planner, will 
discuss his design for two Sacramento 
suburban communities based on light 
automobile use, where every house is 
within walking distance to rail 
connections. 

The conference begins March 29th and 
runs through April 4th. For more

Bike lanes. With Earth Day 
coming up next month, San 
Francisco should be pushing 
for more of them, but unless 
there’s a change of con- 
sciousness on the part of 
drivers and cops, why bother? 
Having bike lanes can be more 
dangerous than not having 
them the way city residents 
use them for turn lanes and 
parking lots. 

| live in the Castro and 
regularly drive down Market 
Street to get to downtown, the 
Civic Center and the freeway 
ramp. | also shop occasionally 
along Market Street between 
Castro and Church. That 
stretch of Market has great 
bike lanes. They're wide, 
clearly labeled and set off by a 
broad white stripe. They are 
also almost totally useless. 

Cars are forever double- 
parked in them, passing other 
cars on the right or driving for 
a block or more before taking 
a right turn. Buses will go from 
One bus stop to another with- 
out ever moving fully into the 
traffic lane. About the only 
thing | don't see in the bicycle 
lanes are bicycles. Sensible 
cyclists instead take their 
chances on crowded narrow 
streets where they know what 
they're up against and aren't 
lulled into a false sense of 
security. 

Few people would ever 
drive on the sidewalks — 
those are for pedestrians. But 
many drivers don’t think that 
way about bicycle lanes. They 
should. And more important, 
so should the cops. A few 
weeks ago | was sitting in a 
long line of cars waiting for a 
red light to change: Four cars 
went past, driving for almost a 
full block in the bicycle lane 
before turning right. The car in 
front of me was a police car. 
Its occupants paid no atten- 
tion at all. 

Just as there have been 
police campaigns against 
trucks double parking down- 
town (Herb Caen objected) 
and cars stopping in inter- 
sections during rush hour 
(remember ‘‘Don't Block the 
Box?"'), it's time for a police 


campaign to force motorists to ~ 


honor bike lanes — on Market 
and throughout the city. 

That's an immediate 
answer. A long-term solution 
would be to design bike lanes 
that mean something, lanes 
separated from auto traffic by 
a curb or divider. Perhaps 
some streets should be turned 
over completely to bikes. For 
an example of how to redesign 
streets, city planners need go 
no farther than Berkeley, 
where that city is converting 
several blocks into an experi- 
mental ‘Slow Street"’ that 
encourages pedestrian and 
bicycle traffic. 

After all, during its lifetime 
a typical car will contribute 
40 tons of carbon dioxide to 
the furthering of the 
greenhouse effect. A bicycle 
will produced none.

Ballpark backfires 


THE DISTRICT Attorney’s Office’s 
ongoing investigation into the last-minute 
flier against last fall’s ballpark proposal is 
looking more political every day. The bet- 
ting odds are improving that indictments 
on charges of ‘‘conspiracy to evade 
election laws”’ will not be forthcoming 
from the criminal grand jury. 

This is after a five-month investigation 
costing the city thousands of dollars. 
Politically speaking, the mayor launched 
this investigation in the hope of finding an 
excuse to put the downtown stadium back 
on the ballot. The probe, conducted by 
District Attorney Arlo Smith, has also 
given Smith some extra publicity, which he 
needs in his campaign for attorney general. 

But the probe may backfire on Smith, 
giving him the type of attention he’d like 
to avoid. On Feb. 20th, the State Bar of 
California filed a complaint, written by 
local attorney Edwin Bradley, charging 
that Smith should be investigated for 
failing to remove himself from the case, 
because he is related by marriage to Rick 
Schlackman, a target of the investigation. 

Additionally, the Fair Political Practices 
Commission has asked Smith to file 
amended campaign-finance forms to in- 
clude in-kind service rendered by 
Schlackman. Until recently, Schlackman 
was helping plan Smith’s campaign 
strategy for attorney general. Smith failed 
to list Schlackman’s campaign contrib- 
ution of office space and telephones, as 
required by FPPC regulations. 

Will Smith’s ballpark probe continue to 
boomerang on him and lessen his chances 
of becoming attorney general? We’ll keep 
you posted. 


Guilty, guilty, guilty 
EVEN IN the most heated of political 
debates, warring sides usually take the 
time to maintain cordial relations. 

Certainly that was the case after the 
bitterly fought vacancy-control battle. But 
it appears two of the supervisors that were 
in the center of the fight, Wendy Nelder 
and Willie Kennedy, are having pangs of 
conscience these days. They seem to be 
feeling so bad about betraying the tenants 
who supported them that they haven’t 
talked with tenant activist Mitchell 
Omerberg of the Affordable Housing Alli- 
ance, a former ally of both supervisors. 

Omerberg said he has been in contact 
with a number of opponents of vacancy 
control, like Supervisor Bill Maher and 
political consultant Jack Davis. But with 
Nelder and Kennedy, who reversed their 
votes on vacancy control, there is a stone 
cold silence between them and Omerberg. 
After working with Omerberg for years, 
neither has had the courtesy to call him 
and explain why they voted against 
vacancy control. 

It makes one wonder: How guilty are 
these two supervisors feeling? 


Sneaky, sneaky, sneaky 


Y.QU MAY have noticed the full-page 
open-letter advertisement in both daily 
papers last Wednesday to Mayor Art 
Agnos from Chairman Fred Currey of 
Greyhound Lines. 

Greyhound drivers are in the midst of a 
bitter strike against the company that has 
resulted in one death and some sniper 
attacks. 

Currey’s letter to Agnos opens with 
Greyhound’s desire “‘to express our appre- 
ciation to you, to our customers and to all 
of the citizens of San Francisco for their 





support during the current work stoppage.” 

From that, one might gather, Agnos has 
taken a position on the strike in support of 
Greyhound management. 

But nothing could be further from the 
truth. In fact, the ad strategy, formulated 
by Bozell, Jacobs, Kenyon and Eckhardt 
Advertising, appears to have backfired. 
Prior to its running in the dailies, Agnos 
had been silent on the strike. But the night 
the ad appeared, the mayor walked the 
picket line as a sign of solidarity with the 
striking workers. 

According to Greyhound corporate 
spokesperson Bill Kula, ads like the one in 
San Francisco papers also ran in 13 other 
cities across the country where temporary 
restraining orders had been issued to pre- 
vent violence around Greyhound terminals. 

Kula said the only objection registered 
with Greyhound about the ads came from 
Agnos, who complained bitterly to local 
Greyhound officials. He also sent a letter 
to Greyhound corporate headquarters 
in Dallas, protesting the ads’ implication 
he was in support of management on 
this issue. 

But many other mayors got sandbagged 
by the ads. 

Sneaky, sneaky, sneaky. 


Mission Bay 


OPPOSITION TO the mayor’s proposed 
development agreement with Santa Fe 
Pacific for the 305-acre Mission Bay pro- 
ject is beginning to pick up steam. 

Two informational workshops in front 
of the Planning Commission are scheduled 
for March 29th and April 12th. Both 
workshops will be held at 5 pm at room 
282 in City Hall. 

But one of the key elements of the plan 
— the actual text of the development 
agreement — has yet to be released to the 
public. The two workshops are scheduled 
to discuss some of the details of the 
project, but they will have very little 
meaning unless the text is available to the 
public. Limiting the public’s access to 
details of major development projects is 
becoming a common ploy of city officials. 
They used the same tactics with the recent 
downtown stadium proposal. 

Affordable-housing concerns have 
already been expressed by the Council of 
Community Housing Organizations. 
People seeking more information from 
CCHO on this issue can call the organiza- 
tion at 863-6566. You can also call the 
mayor’s office at 554-6141 to request that 
the development agreement be released. 


Save subsidized housing 


THE NATION’S federally-subsidized 
housing stock — including some 8,000 
units in San Francisco — may be lost if 
government at all levels doesn’t intervene 
quickly. The loss of low-income housing, 
as Section 8 and other government-subsidy 
programs roll to a close, could 

mean soaring rents and more homelessness 
in America. 

The Coalition for Low Income Housing 
is holding a rally and press conference at 
City Hall on Monday, March 26th at 
noon. Join tenants and community groups 
from Boston, Texas and Chicago to draw 
attention to one of the most important 
housing issues of the 1990s.

analysis, that homosexuality is a phenomenon found only 
in males. I guess all the gays who ever talk to reporters or 
run in front of cameras are, by some cosmic coincidence, male. 

(This same sort of strange coincidence guarantees that, 
whenever I go to a lesbian and gay pride march and march 
along with any number of really average-looking people who 
are gay and lesbian, I go back home to watch the event on TV 
and see that most of the marchers were, in fact, overweight 
men wearing purple tutus, wigs and enough makeup to supply 
Tammy Faye Bakker for amonth. Or, OK, two or three days.) 

But recent reports have gotten much more specific. Ac- 
cording to the Reverend Lou Sheldon, leader of the Tradi- 
tional Values Coalition, homosexuals are evil and are de- 
stroying society because they practice homosexual sex — the 
main thrust (sorry) of which, according to Sheldon, is inser- 
ting one’s penis into someone else’s rectum and killing him 
with AIDS. I desperately want to follow Reverend Sheldon’s 
advice and prevent the destruction of society, but he never 
gives any directions to those of us who seem to have mis- 
placed our penises at a very early age and thus have never had 
the opportunity to insert them into anyone’s anus. 

I would dismiss this guy Sheldon as some kind of wacko 
fanatic, but I’ve heard the same message lately from Andy 
Rooney, a commentator for CBS’s 60 Minutes. And CBS 
wouldn’t have a wacko fanatic as a commentator on a news 
show, would it? According to Rooney, homosexuality is “‘in- 
herently dangerous,’’ leading to premature death from 
AIDS. “‘I find the popular argument that it is the AIDS virus, 
not homosexuality, that kills, to be spurious,’’ he says. 

(Uh oh. I guess this means when homosexuals have what 
they thought was safe sex, the virus just springs to life on its 
own, nurtured by the moist, fertile atmosphere of sin.)

Well, I guess it’s pretty obvious that Rooney’s only refer- 
ring to men. But then the question is raised — what am I? 
Gay? Straight? Invisible? It seems pretty clear that I’m not 
gay, based on what Lou and Andy say. Or is it just that, as a fe- 
male, I don’t threaten their sense of themselves as males, that 
my sexuality doesn’t cause them to be unsure of their own?

What effect, for example, is my sexual orientation sup- 
posed to have on my behavior and perceptions as a jour- 
nalist?

‘I know this 
sounds weird,’ she says, “but do you mind if we do the inter- 
view while I take a bath?’ ”’ 

“Tt does sound weird,’’ writes Fraser. 

I wonder why Fraser decided to put in the phrase ‘‘with a 
straight woman.’’ Bright’s sexually confrontational 
behavior pretty much speaks for itself, doesn’t it? Or maybe 
it doesn’t seem weird or confrontational to us swingin’ 
lesbian reporters. 

Fraser is an excellent journalist, whose work I respect and 
whose opinions I usually admire. So if she thought ‘‘with a 


A NYWAY, THIS past month’s media coverage of gay 


straight woman’’ was necessary to provide proper context 
for Bright’s question, then perhaps I just don’t know the 
power of my own sexual orientation. Perhaps, as a gay jour- 
nalist, I would quite naturally have responded to the bath 
question with, ‘‘No, it doesn’t sound weird at all. As a matter 
of fact, why don’t I take off my clothes and jump in the tub 
with you and we can have a little sex before the interview, just 
to break the ice?”’ 

Just as I was starting to feel like a ghost, or asex maniac, or 
both, I picked up a copy of New York Woman magazine and 
read a nice, sensitive article on New York lesbians and the 
issues of ‘‘coming out’? — why, in these more liberal times, 
many gay women still feel much safer in the closet. 

Even though the article was pretty good, something about 
it made me a little uncomfortable. New York Woman is a 
magazine targeted at rich, successful New York business- 
women and rich, successful New York businesswomen wan- 
nabees. These are women who are interested in high fashion, 
for whom a ‘‘fabulous find’’ is a pair of earrings ‘‘moderate- 
ly priced from $500 to $1500,”’ (according to a shopping 
guide in the same issue). 

There are quite a few gay women who fit this category. I’ve 
met some of them. But the photographs that accompanied 
the New York Woman article were of a couple of scruffy 
young marchers at a pride parade, a fairly butch-looking 
businesswoman in a dark jacket and corduroys, a couple in 
cheap black leather jackets and a hippie-ish looking middle- 
aged activist. The picture at the top of the inset, entitled 
“The Bar Scene,”’ highlights a woman with a bowl-shaped 
haircut, wearing a plaid shirt and jeans, chatting with simi- 
larly outfitted women at what appears to be The Duchess, a 
West Village dyke bar that few fashion-conscious, upwardly- 
mobile lesbians would deign to set foot in. 

These people don’t look like they read New York Woman. 
What’s going on here? Well, based on my past observation 
of this sort of thing, I’d say that avid lesbian readers of New 
York Woman would never in a million years consent to be 
photographed for an article like this. An exploration of why 
they wouldn’t would have made for amuch more interesting 
article. Asit stands, the pictures allow the magazine’s reader- 
ship to distance itself from the topic. ‘‘Isn’t this an in- 
teresting article about lesbians?’’ they can say, without hav- 
ing to confront the idea that there may be a number of 
closeted lesbians in their own social circles. 


however, was ‘The Future of Gay America,’’ the cover 

story of last week’s Newsweek. One of the two subtitles 
on the cover was ‘‘Testing the Limits of Tolerance.’’ That’s 
“tolerance,’’ mind you, not ‘‘acceptance.’’ 

The piece was written with a heterosexual, slightly 
homophobic reader in mind: ‘‘Psychologists have in- 
vestigated the impact of gay parents with surprising results,” 
General Editor Eloise Salholz writes (italics mine). ‘‘. . .all 
35 studies on homosexual parents from the previous 15 years 
found no adverse effect on the kids.’’ What a shocker! 

Anyway, I got a really creepy feeling about the article, but 
couldn’t pinpoint why until I looked up the word 
“tolerance’’ in my dictionary. The synonyms for ‘‘to tol- 
erate”’ are “‘to put up with”’ or “‘to suffer to be.’’ One tol- 
erates something one considers a vice, but one quietly wishes 
it would go away, forever. 

The subtitle, ‘“Testing the Limits of Tolerance,’’ seemed 
almost to challenge straight America to show the gays exactly 
where the limits are. Call me paranoid, but it made me think of 
the backlash of antigay legislation that we’re already seeing, 
and it made me think of big white boys with baseball bats. 

Mainly it made me remember how far we still have to go to 
be considered full citizens — and that’s something I don’t 
like to think about.

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The foundations 
of secrecy 








California State University campuses have been hiding 
millions of dollars in ‘auxiliary foundations’

N 1983, Bruce B. Brugmann went 
out to San Francisco State Univer- 
sity and got a lesson in secrecy. 
Brugmann, the editor and pub- 
lisher of the Bay Guardian, was try- 
ing to find out who was funding 
feed/back, the journalism review 
published by the SF State Journalism 
Department. The magazine was found- 
ed and directed by faculty members 
who were on the public payroll. It 
operated out of the offices of a public 
university, which by law is required to 
conduct its business openly and make 
its financial records public. 

But the feed/back editors refused to 
release the information — and when 
Brugmann asked university officials to 
comply with the law and provide the in- 
formation, they discovered that the 
magazine was not operating through 
normal, approved channels. In fact, 
feed/back had set up a private, off- 
campus foundation, the California 
Journalism Foundation, to handle the

BEFORE INTERVIEWING offi- 
cials or anyone in power who is 
holding a secret, do your 
homework. 

In the 1950s, I was working on a 
story about the effects of the 
Atomic Energy Commission’s nu- 


magazine’s finances. 

Special foundations, or ‘‘auxil- 
liaries,’’ were nothing new to SF State 
or the California State University 
system. Funding for many campus ac- 
tivities at SF State was processed 
through the university’s Frederic Burk 
Foundation, a nonprofit organization 
set up for that purpose. 

In response to the Bay Guardian re- 
quest, then-SFSU President Paul 
Romberg forced feed/back to shut 
down its off-campus foundation and 
funnel its funds through Frederic Burk, 
where foundation manager Larry Ei- 
senberg freely opened the files to the 
press and public. 

But in 1988, when Brugmann again 
asked Frederic Burk officials for access 
to the feed/back files, he found that 
Eisenberg had moved on, the founda- 
tion had reorganized as the San Fran- 
cisco State University Foundation — 
and the new manager, Leticia Green- 
way, had decided that all the records 
were secret. ‘“‘Other than the annual, 
audited financial statements and other 


clear bomb tests. I was able to get 
very specific information from non- 
governmental sources like health 
workers about how the radiation 
had poisoned the food chain. 

When I interviewed an AEC of- 
ficial, he thought I had gotten hold 
of classified documents, because I 
was able to cite specifics like degrees 
of radiation concentration in cer- 
tain areas. I really only had about 80 
percent of the story, but I had him 
cornered. He couldn’t dodge my 
questions with generalities. I forced 
him either to confirm my story or 
lie, but lying would have gotten him 
into trouble with Congress. So he 
confirmed it was true. 


public records, the Foundation is not 
required by law to provide you with any 
other documents,’’ Greenway wrote in 
a May 19, 1988 letter to Brugmann. 

Greenway, who has since left the 
foundation, was arguing that the SFSU 
Foundation, an official public-univer- 
sity body that solicits, processes and 
dispenses millions of dollars a year, 
mostly government grants for on- 
campus research projects, is exempt 
from the California Public Records 
Act and immune from scrutiny by the 
press, members of the university com- 
munity and the general public. 

Her claim appears to reflect Califor- 
nia State University policy that access 
issues are up to the individual founda- 
tions, according to Shawn Farr, a fi- 
financial adviser within the CSU 
Chancellor’s Office. ‘‘The organiza- 
tions are set up as nonprofit corpora- 
tions for the most part,’’ Farr said. ‘‘So 
access to records would be very much 
like getting access to any other non- 
profit, like the YMCA.”’ 

Whether auxiliary foundations are 
exempt from the state’s Public Records 
Act is a subject of debate, but until the 
courts, CSU or the Legislature resolve 
the matter, secrecy on the part of aux- 
iliaries represents a massive and poten- 
tially dangerous loophole in open-gov- 
ernment laws. 

On the 20 campuses of the California 
State University system, the Bay 
Guardian has learned, there are 64 vari- 
ous “‘auxiliaries,’’ set up to handle 
research grants, contributions, pro- 
ceeds from book sales, etc. These aux- 
iliaries can run student unions, student 
associations, on-campus stores, devel- 
opment efforts and special research 
programs. 

The SFSU Foundation’s annual 
budget is roughly $10 million, $8 mil- 
lion of which comes from federal 
funds. Combined, the 64 CSU founda- 
tions account for hundreds of millions 


of dollars that move through the CSU 
system in a given year, all of it shielded 
from public scrutiny. 

And the problem is not limited to 
CSU campuses. The nine campuses of 
the University of California house ten 
campus foundations, and most of the 
state’s 71 community college districts 
maintain auxiliaries, as well. 


ITTLE EFFORT is needed to 

envision reasons why the press, 

in its constitutional role as gov- 

ernment watchdog, and the 

public should be able to scru- 
tinize research grants and other non- 
state money flowing through the state’s 
universities and colleges. 

A journalist might, for example, 
want to investigate whether a professor 
who authored a questionable report on 
the safety of a new drug had received 
research funds from the drug’s manu- 
facturer. Or another might demand ac- 
cess to the records of a sports booster 
fund to investigate charges that alumni 
were paying college athletes. 

But hypothetical situations are hard- 
ly necessary. There are plenty of actual 
events that show why public scrutiny of 
auxiliaries is important. Besides the 
Bay Guardian’s own experiences with 
Seed/back, other examples include: 
® On March 12th, Chronicle reporters 
Dawn Garcia and Judy Miller disclosed 
that a minority-business program 
operated through the San Diego State 
University Foundation in Los Angeles 
had submitted falsified reports to the 
U.S. government. A federal audit rec- 
ommended that the foundation repay 
$1.6 million received from the Minority 
Business Development Agency. 

@ Brenda Lowe, a clerk at SFSU 
Foundation, was arrested in August 
1987 and charged with embezzling 
more than $265,000. She was accused

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RAISES IN SECRET 


HE AUXILIARY founda- 
tions aren’t the only source of 
| secrecy within the California 
State University system. The CSU 
trustees are currently embroiled in a 
major dispute with the California 
First Amendment Coalition over 
several closed meetings that CFAC 
says are violations of the Bagley- 
Keene Open Meetings Act. One of 
the apparent violations took place 
during an attempt to remedy an 
earlier violation. 

The controversy dates back to 
Dec. 23rd, when San Jose Mercury 
News reporter Tom Philp reported 
that the trustees had granted more 
than $500,000 in raises to 27 top 
CSU executives without voting in 
public. Chancellor W. Ann 
Reynolds received a 43 percent sal- 
ary increase, from $136,248 to 
$195,000, effective Jan. Ist. Each 
vice chancellor received a pay raise 
of at least 24 percent. 

- Although CSU officials said the 
raises were necessary to make the 
executives’ salaries more com- 
petitive with those of peers at other 
universities, the move angered 
faculty members, who receiveda 4.8 
percent pay increase this year. 

Philp also reported that the 
salary hikes had been approvedin a 
closed meeting Nov. ist. A CSU 
spokeswoman, Anne Ambrose, 
told the Mercury News the meeting 
was closed because “‘personnel is- 
sues tend to be discussed in closed 
session.” 

The Bagley-Keene Act, which re- 
quires the trustees to meet in public, 
contains an exemption for person- 
nel matters, but that exemption is 
primarily intended to protect the 
privacy of individual employees 
during discussions of their perfor- 
mance. It does not, experts say, 
entitle state agencies to meet in closed 
session to discuss policy matters 
like across-the-board raises for 
executives. 

“These yahoos say, “Oh, gee, 
we're talking salaries, that’s a per- 
sonnel issue, Gee, well, that means 
it’s a closed meeting,’ ’’ Bob Ingle, 
executive editor of the Mercury 
News, told the Bay Guardian. Ingle, 
a CFAC board member, brought 
the story to the attention of the co- 
alition a few days later. 

CFAC President Mel Opotowsky, 
senior managing editor of the Press- 
Enterprise of Riverside County, 
wrote a letter complaining of the 
violation to Marianthi Lansdale, 
chairwoman of the Board of 
Trustees. The letter demanded that 
the trustees ‘‘cure and correct”’ the 
problem by releasing the minutes of 
the Nov. Ist meeting, negating any 
action taken at the meeting and be- 
ginning the salary discussion anew. 
if not, Opotowsky wrote, CFAC 
might take the matter to court. 

On Jan. 27th, Vice Chancellor 
Meyer Chapman contradicted 
Ambrose’s account, saying that 
the raises had not been voted on 
Nov. Ist. Instead, he told the 
Mercury News, the board had del- 
egated authority for setting raises. 
Lansdale determined Reynolds’ 
new salary and Reynolds set the 
new salaries for the 26 exeoutives 
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Foundations

of writing paychecks to phony em- 
ployees, cashing the checks herself, 
then setting fire to the records. 

@ In August 1988, the Bay Guardian 
received an anonymous letter alleging 
very specific abuses in the accounting 
practices of the SFSU Foundation. In- 
vestigative reporters often follow up 
credible-sounding anonymous tips by 
requesting public documents, but in 
this case, the Bay Guardian couldn’t 
check the veracity of the letter’s claims 
because of the foundation’s policy 
against releasing records. 

Subsequent audits submitted to CSU 
confirmed some of the claims in the let- 
ter. According to a June 30, 1989 audit 
by Hood & Strong, ‘‘Our study. . . dis- 
closed weaknesses in the system of in- 
ternal accounting control of the Foun- 
dation which, in our opinion, result in 
more than a relatively low risk that er- 
rors or irregularities...could occur 
and not be detected within a timely 
period.’’ 

@ The SFSU student newspaper, the 
Golden Gater, published a story about 
then-President Chei-Wei Woo’s bus- 
iness activities in April 1988. Reporter 
Gregg Vistica told the Bay Guardian at 
the time that he wanted to find out 
whether Woo spent discretionary funds 
on trips to China that might have 
benefited his businesses. The 
president’s discretionary funds, 
however, are handled by the SFSU 
Foundation, and Vistica said he was 
denied access to those records. 

@ The Fair Political Practices Com- 
mission ruled last May that the San 
Jose/Evergreen Community College 
District violated state campaign reform 
laws in 1988, when it mailed out class 
schedules that included photographs of 
district trustees seeking re-election. The 
district attempted to avoid legal prob- 
lems by having the San Jose Evergreen 
Community College Foundation pay 
for the mailing, but the FPPC ruled the 
law was still violated because the foun- 
dation was largely funded with public 
money. 

®@ A 1987 San Diego grand jury found 
that the San Diego Community College 
Foundation spent more than $87,000 
on honoraria and gifts to state legisla- 
tors in less that two years. A citizens 
group, in a lawsuit filed the next year, 
accused the foundation of a 
“systematic pattern of lavishing the 
assets and monies of the district on 
themselves and others.’’ 

@ In 1986, the chancellor at the 
University of California at Santa 


Barbara, Robert Huttenback, left his. 


post after revelations that he had used 
campus foundation funds to remodel 
his private residence, which was also 
used for campus functions. 


UXILIARY organizations 

are a strange hybrid — part 

public, part private. Some 

people, including Arthur 

Cunningham, dean of the 
SFSU business school and chairman of 
the SFSU Foundation board, says his 
foundation isn’t really public at all: 
“It’s private,’’ he told the Bay Guard- 
ian, unequivocally. 

In a sense, he’s right. The founda- 
tions, according to Farr, are intended 
to operate independently, with their 
own legal counsels and auditors. ‘“We 
have a policy that the auxiliaries are to 
be totally self-supporting,” he said. 
“‘Any financial support from the 
university is to be reimbursed.” 

But auxiliaries are established by the 
Education Code, which also sets the 
makeup of the board. Presidents ap- 
parently have oversight duties, and ap- 
point board representatives who report 
to them. According to documents ob- 
tained by the Bay Guardian, the SFSU 
Foundation annual budget is submitted 
to the university president for 
approval. 


“The auxiliaries are still technically 
part of the university and therefore the 
president has ultimate authority,’’ said 
Elogeanne Grossman, a staff assistant 
to the president at SFSU. 

The Legislature clearly recognized a 
public interest in auxiliary activities in 
1984, when it amended the Education 
Code to require auxiliary boards to 
meet in public, except when discussing 
personnel matters and potential in- 
vestments. That amendment was re- 
quested by the California State Student 
Association. 

And finally, the many auxiliaries are 
largely publicly funded. Cunningham 
told the Bay Guardian it would be a 
mistake to say the SFSU Foundation is 
paid by the government. Instead, he 
said, it is paid by university researchers 
to administer their contracts. (The 
foundation generally keeps 10 percent 
for overhead.) It’s a hair-splitting dis- 
tinction, however. 

When asked about the president’s 
discretionary funds, Cunningham said 
the foundation just acts like a bank and 
wouldn’t reveal details of the fund. ‘“‘It 
isn’t for the foundation to reveal that,”’ 
he said. ‘‘That would be like asking a 
bank to reveal information about an 
account. You should ask [the presi- 
dent] for that.’’ 

But Grossman told the Bay Guard- 
ian the president keeps ‘‘scanty’’ 
records of his discretionary funds. Part 
of the foundation’s service function, 
she said, is to keep those records. If 
members of the public wanted a full ac- 
counting of how those funds were 
spent, they would have to go through 
the foundation, she said. 

As quasi-public agencies, campus 
auxiliaries are not without public over- 
sight, but that oversight is far more 
limited than it would be if the press and 
public enjoyed the same access to aux- 
iliaries as they do to other campus en- 
tities. 

In the CSU system, the trustees, the 
chancellor and the individual boards all 
receive annual audits of each founda- 
tion. Farr, as part of the auxiliary and 
business-services unit under the 
chancellor, monitors all CSU aux- 
iliaries. “We do a review of the opera- 
tion of each auxiliary at least once every 
three years,’’ he said. But those re- 
views, he added, don’t analyze transac- 
tions buried within individual funds. 

Farr said he has the authority to con- 
duct special inquiries — into presi- 
dents’ discretionary funds, for example 
— but such investigations are uncom- 
mon. ‘I’m one of only two people in 
this office,’’ he said. 

The foundations must also file an- 
nual reports with the federal Internal 
Revenue Service and the state Registry 
of Charitable Trusts, but these reports 
are rather cursory. They wouldn’t be 
enough to investigate payments to 
athletes, for example, or to analyze 
whether a fundraising program was 
producing a profit. 

Finally, federal agencies that award 
grants through the foundations occa- 
sionally conduct program audits. It was 
just such an audit that documented ir- 
regularities in the SDSU Foundation’s 
minority-business program. 

These various forms of oversight, 
however, are useless to a journalist or 
citizen activist conducting an original, 
independent investigation, as Tom 
Philp, a San Jose Mercury News re- 
porter, found out last month. Philp 
had requested financial records from 
the San Jose State University Founda- 
tion. Like the Bay Guardian’s SFSU 
Foundation request, Philp’s request 
was denied. 

Mercury News Executive Editor Bob 
Ingle told the Bay Guardian the news- 
paper is still discussing whether to take 
the matter to court. “‘I fundamentally 
think any group with ties this close to 
an executive body ought to make their 
records public,’ he said. ‘I am stunned 
that this has never been litigated.”

the minutes of the peony pa 
and September closed meetings. On> 
March 6th he wrote another letter to_ 
Lansdale and Chapman, stating | 
that during those meetings, “the 
Board of Trustees deliberated on 
and then took actions that led to pay 
changes for Chancellor W, Anne 
Reynolds and other major adminis- 
trators of the California State 
University.” : 

Opotowsky said the closed ses- 
sions were not properly noticed and 
included discussions and actions 
not permitted by Bagley-Keene to 
take place in closed session. He 
repeated the cure-and-correct re- 
quest and again mentioned the op- 
tion of litigation. 

The whole thing became even 
messier the next day, when Philp re- 
ported that in addition to the salary 
increase, CSU vice chancellors had 
quietly received another perk for 
themselves in August — a fleet of six 
Ford Tauruses. There was no record 
of any public discussion of the pur- 
chase and the combined price, 
$99,998.70, was only $1.30 short of 
the threshold for a state Depart- 
ment of Finance review. 

On March 14th, the trustees met 
and reconsidered both the salary 
hikes and the car purchases. The | 
cars were assigned to the motor pool 
and the trustees called for a review 
of how the salary hikes had been set. 

But there was a strange twist to this 
apparent resolution: Once again, the 
board met behind closed doors. 
“They closed the meeting,’”’ Ingle 
told the Bay Guardian. “‘And you 
know what they based it on? They 
based it on the pending litigation.”’ 
The Bagley-Keene act allows agen- 
cies to hold executive sessions to 
discuss litigation or a matter where 
there’s a serious threat of potential 
litigation. The pending litigation in 
this case, Ingle said, was CFAC’s 
| threat to take them to court. 2 

“Even if their grounds are ade- 
quate,” Ingle said, “it’s still illegal 
| because they didn’t notice it as a 
closed session.”? ~ 

Ingle said the actions taken on 
March 14th were a direct result of 
CFAC’s intervention, but he 
warned, “‘It’s not over yet, not bya 
long shot. They haven’t rescinded 
the raises and they haven’t taken 
anything up in public session.”

A legacy of loopholes 


California's historic open-government laws have been so crippled 
by exemptions that the state is entering anew era of secrecy

HEN THE San Jose 
Mercury News heard 
stories about problems 
aboard Gilroy school 
buses, it sent a request to 
the school district, asking for reports 
on students who had been disciplined 
for disruptions on the buses. 

The request, based on the California 
Public Records Act, was denied. In 
refusing to release the reports, the 
school district cited an Education Code 
section designed to protect the privacy 
of students in disciplinary hearings. 

But in making its request, the news- 
paper had asked that the names of the 
students involved be purged. There- 
fore, according to Ed Davis, an at- 
torney with the San Jose offices of 
Pillsbury Madison & Sutro who repre- 
sents the Mercury News, the denial was 
invalid. “‘I think students should havea 
high degree of privacy with respect to 
their records,’’ he said, ‘‘but we 
thought redaction of the names would 
solve the problem.”’ 

In the end, Davis and the Mercury 
News decided not to pursue expensive 








~ litigation in the case, and the public was 


never fully informed about problems 
on the buses. 

Media-law attorneys know that ex- 
emptions to the Public Records Act 
and to the state’s two open-meetings 
acts are liberally scattered throughout 
California’s laws. But few realized how 
extensive the problem was until PMS 
and the Bay Guardian conducted re- 
lated searches that turned up 384 ex- 
emptions that make Swiss cheese out of 
California’s public-access laws. 

“There are so many of these things, 
and they are so widely scattered, that it 
took an incredible research effort just 
to find all the exemptions in the code,”’ 
said Bob Ingle, executive editor of the 
Mercury News. 

The PMS search was conducted by 
three summer associates — law stu- 
dents working for the firm between 
semesters — over the course of two 
summers. Under the supervision of 
Davis and fellow PMS attorney Judy 
Alexander, the associates checked code 
indexes for references to confidential 
records. They turned up 359 exemp- 
tions. Photocopies of the code sections 
fill two large binders. 

Davis said the study will make it 
easier to advise reporters about exemp- 
tions, but Ingle added it could also 
become a lobbying tool. Both men are 
part of the California First Amend- 
ment Coalition, a group of news organ- 
izations and journalism groups com- 
mitted to improving and enforcing 
public-access laws. Ingle is a board 
member; Davis a legal adviser. 

“This is an example of why the 
California First Amendment Coalition 
was formed,’’ said Mel Opotowsky, 
CFAC president and senior managing 
editor of the Press-Enterprise of River- 
side County. ‘‘The state has drifted 
from very strong public-records and 
open-meetings laws to ones that are 
shot full of holes and exemptions.” 

The Bay Guardian had planned a 
similar study until it discovered PMS 
had already done most of the foot- 
work. But the PMS study quantified 
only part of the problem. While it un- 
covered some open-meetings exemp- 
tions, it had primarily focused on pub- 


lic records. So the Bay Guardian — 
working with Judy Epstein, co-director 
of the CFAC Actionline, an informa- 
tion hotline for journalists operated by 
the Oakland law firm Crosby, Heafey, 
Roach & May — designed a study to 
find exemptions to the Ralph M. 
Brown and Bagley-Keene open-meet- 
ings acts. 

Nancy Long, an assistant librarian at 
Crosby, Heafey, conducted a massive 
computer search of all annotated Cali- 
fornia codes cross-referenced to the 
Brown and Bagley-Keene sections of the 
Government Code. The search turned 
up more than 252 possible exemptions. 

This reporter then looked up each of 
the code sections. Many of them had 
been repealed because Brown and 
Bagley-Keene made them redundant. 
Others simply stated that the agency 
described in the code section was sub- 
ject to one or both of the acts. And a 
few were stronger than either act, 
stating bluntly, ‘‘All meetings shall be 
open to the public.”’ 

But 25 of them turned out to be ex- 
emptions to one or both acts (see 
sidebar, this page). Those exemptions 
were not part of Davis’s findings, 
although many of the open-meetings 
exemptions paralleled the public- 
records exemptions. Just as student 
disciplinary reports are exempt, for ex- 
ample, student disciplinary hearings 
are also exempt. 

The most frightening aspect of both 
surveys is that they probably failed to 
turn up all exemptions. ‘“‘We found a 
new one just the other day,’’ Davis said. 


RONICALLY, ALL three of the 
state’s public-access laws — PRA, 
Brown and Bagley-Keene — are 
already riddled with so many inter- 
nal exemptions that officials who 
want to flaunt the intent of the acts 
already have their choice of excuses. 

The 1953 Brown Act, which requires 
all legislative bodies in the state to con- 
duct their meetings in public, has eight 
exemptions, all subject to abuse. 
“Loophole number one is the person- 
nel exemption,’’ Ingle said. The per- 
sonnel exemption, which was intended 
to protect the privacy of workers who 
don’t want their performance dis- 
cussed in public, is used to close discus- 
sions of general personnel policies (see 
story, page 17). 

The 1967 Bagley-Keene Act, which 
governs the meetings of state agencies, 
has a list of exemptions similar to the 
Brown Act, and contains broad protec- 
tions against the disclosure of pro- 
prietary business information in public 
meetings. 

The 1968 California Public Records 
Act, the state equivalent of the Free- 
dom of Information Act, covers all 
state and local government records. It 
includes 25 exemptions for documents 
including personnel records, trade 
secrets and files of ongoing police 
investigations. 

The PRA also contains a sweeping 
exemption for documents included by 
other code sections. Section 6254(k) of 
the Government Code exempts ‘‘rec- 
ords the disclosure of which is exemp- 
ted or prohibited pursuant to provi- 
sions of federal or state law, including, 
but not limited to, provision of the Evi- 
dence Code relating to privilege.’’ 

It was this exemption that led Davis 


to focus on the Public Records Act. 
The open-meetings acts contain no sim- 
ilar exemptions and that makes their in- 
terplay with other code sections more 
“ambiguous,’’ according to Davis. 
All these exemptions have the poten- 
tial for abuse. ‘‘We’re running up 
against corrupted or twisted interpreta- 


‘tions of things all the time,”’ said Ingle. 


One example, he said, occurred when 
the Mercury News tried to obtain com- 
puter records from the Legislature. 

“By an accident of history, the 
legislators were provided with personal 
computers strung together on a net- 
work provided by the Legislative 
Counsel’s Office,’’ he said. Although 
the computer network had nothing to 
do with the office’s legal function, he 
said, the legislative counsel refused to 
release the records, claiming they were 
protected by the PRA exemption 
covering attorney-client privilege. 

Just as the exemptions contained 
within the three acts have the potential 
for abuse, so, too, do the more than 384 
exemptions scattered throughout the 
codes. The Gilroy school-bus example 
is a case in point. ‘‘The problem is that 
government bureaucrats view their 
records as their own private property,”’ 





Attomey Edward P. Davis. 
Davis said. ‘‘If they do have an exemp- 


tion, they tend to interpret it very 
broadly.”’ 


HE POTENTIAL for abuse 
is a problem with having so 
many exemptions, no matter 
how valid the individual ex- 
emptions. So, too, is the fact 
that they are scattered like buckshot 
through millions of code sections. Just 
finding them is a problem. 

**You’d think the Legislature would 
require that [the exemptions] would be 
attached to the thing they’re being ex- 
empted from,’’ Ingle said. ‘‘Instead, 
the fish-hatcheries exemption gets put 
in the fish-hatcheries section instead of 
the public-records section.” 

Such general problems aside, 
however, just how dangerous are most 
of these hidden holes? The bulk of 
them have merit, in the eyes of James 
Wheaton, supervising attorney for the 
Center for Public Interest Law, who is 
leaving the center to direct California 
Common Cause. 

“‘Probably 90 percent refer to peo- 
ple’s personal privacy or financial mat- 
ters,’’ he said. ‘‘You do have this ten- 
sion between individuals’ privacy and 
the information they have to share with

EXEMPTIONS 


OST OF the 25 exemptions 

to the open-meetings laws 

found by the Bay Guardian 
dealt with student discipline hear- 
ings and diversion programs for 
health professionals with drug and 
_alcohol problems — the sort of ac- 
tivities that most people would 
agree belong behind closed doors. 

In some cases, however, it was 
less clear that the exemptions serve 
the public interest. 

For example, Section 32106 of 
the Health and Safety Code stipu- 
lates that the board of directors of a 
public hospital may meet in private 
to discuss “‘trade secrets.’’ Propon- 
ents argue that the exemption is 
needed to keep public hospitals 
competitive with private hospitals. 
“However, public hospitals have in- 
creasingly used the exemption to 
become less accountable to the 
needs of the public they were 
created to serve. 

For example, in 1985, the Marin 
General Hospital board met in 
secret session and voted to hand 
over to a private corporation the 
right to operate a hospital built with 
public money and supported for 
years by tax dollars. Since 1983, 
more than a third of California’s 
public-hospital districts have sold 
off at least part of their assets to 
private companies, often in secret 
‘(see ‘‘The Great Public Hospital 
Giveaway,’ Bay Guardian, Dec. 
1, 1985). : 

Some other examples of ques- 
tionable exemptions include: S 
@ Auxiliary organizations of the 
California State University system 
may meet in private to discuss in- 
vestments, if public discussion 
could jeopardize the investment. 

@ The regents of the University 
of California may meet in closed 
session to discuss committee 
assignments. — 

@® When a committee that 
monitors specialty medical service 
programs — like trauma centers — 
collects testimony and depositions, 
that information is not public, even 
though it affects public 
policy and public expenditures. 

_@ Hearings of the Hazardous Sub- 
stance Cleanup Arbitration Panel, | 
| which assigns the costs of cleanup, 
-are exempt from the Public. 
Records and Bagley-Keene Acts. 
® The board of directors of the 
State Compensation Insurance 
Fund, which monitors and invests 
millions of dollars in the state’s 
| workers compensation plan, is ex-

COURT CASE would be 
one of three ways to resolve 
the ambiguous status of 
records kept by CSU aux- 
iliaries. Another option 

would be for CSU to pressure the aux- 
iliaries to honor the intent of the Public 
Records Act. The third option would 
be to amend the Education Code to re- 
quire the auxiliaries to make their 
records public. 

According to Terry Francke, an ex- 
pert on California public-records and 
open-meeting laws, there is no case law 
or statute that would resolve the matter 
immediately. 

“Tt’s pretty much uncharted water,”’ 
said Francke, who is leaving his post as 
legal counsel for the California News- 
paper Publishers Asociation to direct 
the California First Amendment Coali- 
tion (see story, page 17). 

By passing the special 1984 rules, 
Francke said, the Legislature intended 
for the foundations to be excluded 
from the Brown Act and Bagley-Keene 
Act, which govern open meetings. 
“But they didn’t do that with public 
records, so the inference can be made 
that they didn’t intend for the aux- 
iliaries to be exempted from the Public 
Records Act,’’ he said. 

Attorney Shand Stephens, who ap- 
parently advises the SFSU Foundation 
on such matters, could not be reached 
for comment despite repeated efforts 
by the Bay Guardian. 

Part of the confusion stems from the 
PRA’s open-ended, circular definition 
of a ‘‘public agency,’’ according to 
Francke. ‘‘The auxiliary organization 
is clearly providing an agency service to 
the university,’’ he said. ‘‘Since that 
directly impacts the financial health of 
a public institution, it is public in that 
sense, and it is an agency of a public in- 
stitution.’”” A court might ‘‘jump the 
gap”’ and conclude the auxiliaries are 
subject to the act, he said. 

As an alternative to court, however, 
the Legislature could amend the 
Educational Code to require public 
records, as it did for open meetings in 
1984. Farr said he knew of no public 
policy reason why foundation records 
should be withheld. ‘‘As far as public 
access goes,’’ he said, ‘‘I think it’s 
something that could be addressed 
legislatively.’’ 

When asked why the foundation’s 
records shouldn’t be public, Cunning- 
ham responded, ‘‘Why should they?’’ 

Farr said he doubted that just chang- 
ing CSU’s internal policies could force 
the auxiliaries to open their records. 
“It’s not really a policy as much as we 
have these corporations set up with 
their own boards of directors, and it’s 
really up to the individual boards,’’ he 
said. ‘“‘We can’t tell them what to do.”’ 

But CSU does have influence. ‘‘Ul- 
timately, we have control because we 
allow them to exist,”’ Farr said. 

Grossman said the level of control 
presidents have over foundations on 
their campuses is substantial. ‘‘The 
buck stops with the president,’’ she 
said. ‘‘They all report ultimately to the 
president.’’ 

That means that public-minded pres- 
idents could pressure foundations to 
open their records on a campus-by- 
campus, foundation-by-foundation 
basis. SFSU President Robert 
Corrigan, for example, could pressure 
SFSU Foundation directors to adopt, 
an internal policy that all records are 
public. 

But problems would still remain in 
San Jose and other campuses where 
auxiliaries are keeping their activities 
private. And a new board working un- 
der a new president could easily reverse 
any open-records position. Ultimately, 
it will take a court case or an act of the 
Legislature to make these auxiliaries 
fully accountable to the public they 

serve. B

the government.’’ 

Many of the examples protect the 
privacy of minors, shield privileged 
communication, like that between hus- 
band and wife, and protect the privacy 
of health professionals seeking diver- 
sion programs for drug and alcohol 
abuse. Someare also traditional and by 
this time widely accepted, like the pro- 
tection of tax returns and the secrecy of 
grand-jury proceedings. 

But some of them are ludicrous — 
why include an exemption for the 
records of sturgeon-egg processors, for 
example? Some address real problems, 
but are too broadly written, and give 
too much discretionary power to ad- 
ministrators. And others are outright 
contrary to the idea of open govern- 
ment. For example, records and hear- 
ings about how to assign financial 
responsibility for toxic-waste cleanup, 
while a matter of great public concern, 
can be withheld from the public. 

Both Wheaton and Davis said the 
biggest problem was the number of ex- 
emptions written to protect special in- 
terests at the expense of the public. 

As an example, Davis pointed to the 
numerous exemptions for peer reviews 
of doctors, podiatrists and other pro- 
fessionals. ‘‘In my point of view,’’ he 
said, ‘‘I think it’s outrageous. When 
the state licenses certain people to per- 
form certain tasks, the public has a 
right to understand how people are per- 
forming those tasks.” 

Currently, according to Wheaton, 
the Medical Board keeps complaints 
against doctors secret until investiga- 
tions are completed. He said a member 
of the public could inquire about a 
physician with six murder complaints 
against him or her and be told there 
wereno problems. ‘‘It’s aconspiracy of 
silence to protect the reputation of doc- 
tors from false charges,’’ he said.

NOTHER PROBLEM with 

the 384 exemptions is that 

many relate to financial in- 

formation on which the gov- 

ernment bases decisions, but 
which is not public. ‘‘Private 
businesses and private entities are so 
hostile to openness that they presume 
that all of their actions are secret,” 
Wheaton said. 

For example, the Public Records Act 
contains an exemption for matters sub- 
mitted to the departments of Banking, 
Corporations and Insurance. Many of 
the exemptions uncovered by the Bay 
Guardian and PMS also protected cor- 
porate financial records and trade 
secrets submitted to government agen- 
cies. On business matters, part of the 
veil of secrecy may be lifting. 

“‘When we wrote Proposition 103,” 
Wheaton said, ‘‘we wrote it so there is 
an exception to an exception. Anything 
filed with the Department of Insurance 
does not fall within that exemption to 
the Public Records Act. When the 
commissioner is setting rates, you need 
to see what the commissioner is using. 
That’s an example of an abuse that 
wasn’t appropriate.”’ 

The recent savings-and-loan scandal 
also convinced some lawmakers that 
the public should have greater access to 
business records submitted to regula- 
tors. Several bills now before the Legis- 
lature would improve access to records 
of financial institutions. One such bill, 
submitted by Assemblyman Richard 
Floyd (D-Gardena), would repeal the 
PRA exemption for state agencies that 
regulate banks and savings-and-loans. 

Unfortunately, the process for 
removing the exemptions is just as 
piecemeal as the process that piled up 
384 external exemptions on access laws 
already weakened by dozens of internal 
exemptions. The Bay Guardian and 
PMS studies, said Wheaton, ‘‘don’t 
begin to discuss the way the Brown Act 
has been written and the way it’s been 
cobbled together.” 

“The law would benefit from being 
redrafted,’’ he said, ‘‘but the Califor- 
nia League of Cities and other enemies 
of openness would try to move that 
away from a mere rewriting and more 
into substantive changes.”’ 

Davis said the Public Records Act, 
too, is a problem. The state codes, he 
said, ‘‘are definitely messy. It’s been a 
problem with public records.’’ Al- 
though he cautioned, “The Legislature 
probably has more to do than clean 
these things up,”’ he did say it’s time to 
examine the numerous exemptions his 
research uncovered. ‘‘Although there 
certainly are a number that are 
meritorious, I think there’s enough of 
them that are products of special in- 
terests that a serious look needs to be 
taken into whether they’re justified or 
not.”” B

the closed doors 


The fourth annual Bay Guardian survey shows some local 
government agencies are still spending too much time

OR THE FOURTH con- 
secutive year, the Bay Guard- 
ian Freedom of Information 
Task Force fanned out over the 
city cataloging the open-meet- 
ing performance of local boards and 
commissions during the past year. 

This year’s task force scoured the 
records of some 15 local legislative 
bodies, in an effort to ascertain the 
percentage of time each body spent in 
closed sessions. 

The good news: Some local agencies, 
like the San Francisco Board of Super- 
visors, have improved markedly over 
last year. 

The bad news: Too many others con- 
tinue a long-standing pattern of ex- 
cessive closed-door sessions. 

The Ralph M. Brown Open Meet- 
ings Act requires that local legislative 
bodies meet in open sessions, with a 
small number of exceptions for times 
when they are discussing personnel or 
litigation. 

These exemptions generally cover a 
very small percentage of a legislative 
body’s regular business. But some

agencies still spend as much as one- 
third of their time behind closed doors. 

For the fourth consecutive year, the 
results of our survey were mixed. 

And, for the fourth consecutive 
year, task-force researchers found 
some agencies kept such incomplete 
minutes of meetings that it was im- 
possible to determine the amount of 
time they spent in closed session. 

What our researchers were able to 
document, however, showed a remark- 
able range of closed-meeting 
percentages. 
® The San Francisco Planning Com- 
mission: 0. As in each of our previous 
surveys, the Planning Commission was 
the winner, having spent virtually no 
time in closed sessions. Although it met 
weekly, sometimes for as long as eight 
hours, in 1989 the Planning Commis- 
sion conducted all its business in full 
view of the public. It did not hold a 

«single closed session. 

While minutes were available for on- 
ly the first six months of 1989, they 
showed during that time the commis- 
sion held 24 meetings, for a total of 131 
hours. 

When one also considers that the 


Planning Commission regularly con- 
siders politically charged issues like 
large-scale development projects and 
planning-code interpretations, its 
record of openness is even more 
remarkable. 

Planning Commission President Jim 
Morales told the Bay Guardian he and 
his fellow commissioners consider 
public access to the commission very 
important. ‘‘It is an obligation of the 
government, and the planning process, 
to have as much public input as possi- 
ble,’’ he said. ‘“We are very proud of 
having a very open process and we try 
to accommodate all sides of issues.”’ 

No doubt, public accessibility can 
lengthen meetings. Last week, the com- 
mission spent eight hours at its reg- 
ularly scheduled meeting, including 
five hours on one agenda item. 
“‘Sometimes it bogs down the 
schedule,’’ Morales said. ‘‘But it is im- 
portant to allow the public to have its 
say, especially in San Francisco, where 
the planning process is so important.”’ 

Of course, not every legislative body 
we checked had as admirable a record 
as the Planning Commission. 
®@ The San Francisco Community Col- 


lege District Board of Governors: 
Almost 32 percent. 

For the third consecutive year, the 
SFCCD board has topped out our sur- 
vey of local legislative bodies, spending 
the largest percentage of time in secret. 
Last year’s survey showed the SFCCD 
in closed session 32.7 percent of the 
time —- this year’s score was a barely 
perceptible drop, although both figures 
are a considerable improvement over 
1987, when the board spent an eye- 
popping 57.2 percent of its time in 
closed session. That figure represents 
an all-time, all-Bay Area record for stif- 
fing the public and conducting its 
business in near Dracula-like fear of 
sunshine. 

Between these two extremes fall the 
rest of the agencies we surveyed. From 
smallest to largest percentage of time in 
closed meetings: 

@ The San Francisco Port Commis- 
sion: 5.4 percent. 

@ The San Francisco Health Commis- 
sion: Approximately 7.1 percent. 

®@ The Recreation and Parks Commis- 
sion: Approximately 10 percent of its 
total meeting time of 58 hours. 

®@ The San Francisco Police Commis- 
sion: 12 percent, a reduction from last 
year’s 13.9 percent. 

@ The Board of Education: 22 per- 
cent, down from the 23.4 percent in 
last year’s survey. 

In the city legislature category, the 
Berkeley City Council met in closed ses- 
sion 21 percent of its total 182 hours, a 
figure that is noticeably higher than 
the San Francisco Board of Super- 
visors, which spent a scant 1.4 percent 
of its time in closed session. 

Last year, the San Francisco super- 
visors spent 19.8 percent of their time in 
closed session; this year’s figure marks 
the most drastic improvement in open- 
ing up government of any of the bodies 
we surveyed. 

For that, the Board of Supervisors 
wins the Most Improved Player award 
from the Bay Guardian Freedom of In- 
formation Task Force.

A roundup of public-access bills now 
before the state Legislature

Y-THE TIME the March 
16th deadline for submitting 
new legislation had come and 
gone, approximately 50 bills 
were before the Legislature 
that would affect open meetings, 
public records or libel law. ‘“They’re 
just all over the board,’’ said Bob Ingle, 
executive editor of the Mercury News. 

Some of the bills, Ingle said, ‘‘are 
ludicrous and don’t mean anything.’” 
But others, like an effort by Senator Ed 
Davis (R-Valencia) to reform libel law, 
are extremely important to the media’s 
ability to report the news. 

Unfortunately, some of the bills may 
not receive the attention they deserve. 
The California Newspaper Publishers 
Association, the only print journalists’ 
organization that employs a full-time 
Sacramento lobbyist, lately has been 
emphasizing issues affecting pub- 
lishers’ wallets more than freedom of 
information. 

We called CNPA lobbyist and gen- 
eral manager Mike Dorais to ask what 
position the group was taking on some 
key bills. He did not return the calls by 
press time. 

The complete list of bills is far too 
long to cover completely in this space, 
but here are a few key ones. 

@ SB 1853 Written by Senator 
Quentin Kopp (I-SF), this bill is a direct 


response to Mayor Art Agnos’s attempt 
to keep a San Francisco Independent 
reporter out of his Demolition Task 
Force. The Independent unsuccessfully 
sued the city, arguing that the task 
force was an agency of the Board of 
Supervisors, and therefore subject to 
the Ralph M. Brown Act. 

Although two supervisors sat on the 
task force, the Brown Act says a com- 
mittee is an agency of the board only if 
the supervisors serve in an ‘‘official 
capacity’? — but it never defines of- 
ficial capacity. Official capacity would 
be defined by SB 1853 as including 
“service by one or more members of a 
legislative body on an advisory com- 
mittee or task force which is created for 
the purpose of, or is responsible for, 
formulating legislation to be con- 
sidered by that legislative body.”’ 

Since the Demolition Task Force had 
been charged with developing a 
legislative solution to the demolition of 
single-family homes in the Richmond 
and Sunset districts, this bill would 
have brought the task force under the 
Brown Act. Although it is a direct 
response to a San Francisco incident, 
SB 1853 would broaden and strengthen 
the Brown Act across the state. It has 
been endorsed by the Northern Califor- 
nia chapter of the Society of Profes- 
sional Journalists and the San Fran- 
cisco Board of Supervisors. The bill is 
scheduled for a hearing before the 


ERIOUS problems still need 

to be addressed. As our task 

force discovered, minutes of 

meetings came in varying 

degrees of detail and avail- 
ability. In a number of instances, it was 
entirely impossible to calculate the time 
spent in open or closed sessions. 

The Oakland City Council’s meeting 
minutes, for example, were written in a 
way that made it impossible to deter- 
mine just how much time that body 
spent in closed session. 

Closed-session notification forms 
also vary from agency to agency. To 
date, the best we’ve seen is the form 
used by the San Francisco Police Com- 
mission, which clearly lists the reason 
for the closed session, and, if it is a le- 
gal matter, the case name. 

Other local agencies — like the 
SFCCD — have promised to adopt 
similar forms, but their use at board 
meetings is sporadic. Mailed SFCCD 
meeting notices still say only that a 
closed session will be held, without any 
information about the reasons or the 
subject to be discussed. 

Terry Francke, legal counsel to the 
California Newspaper Publishers 
Association and an expert on the 
Brown Act, told the Bay Guardian that 
too many legislative bodies still retreat 
behind closed doors for the flimsiest of 
excuses. ‘‘There is a phenomenon that 
is much more frustrating than legisla- 
tive bodies going into closed sessions in 
crisis situations,’’ Francke said. ““Some 
agencies repair into closed session 
routinely, without any controversial 
issues that might embarrass or en- 
danger the agency.” 

Commenting specifically on the shy 
SFCCD governing board, Francke 
wondered what it did with all that time. 
“Tt is hard to believe an organization 
has a load of legal or personnel deci- 
sions that would necessitate meeting 30 
percent of its time in closed session,” 
he said. ‘‘Especially when other agen- 
cies spend relatively little time at all in 
closed session.”’ 





Senate Local Government Committee 
March 28th, but CNPA literature has 
yet to mention it. 
®@ SB 1797 CNPA’s top legislative ef- 
fort this year is to defeat SB 1797, a 
perennial libel-reform measure in- 
troduced this time around by Davis. 
The bill would circumvent a U.S. 
Supreme Court ruling that public 
figures who bring libel actions against 
the media must show “‘actual malice.”” 
In cases in which the plaintiff was not 
seeking monetary damages, SB 1797 
would lower the standard; the plaintiff 
would only have to show ‘‘clear and 
convincing evidence that the publica- 
tion or broadcast was false and 
defamatory.’’ Even without monetary 
damages, the costs of litigation are so 
high that this would have a chilling ef- 
fect on smaller news outlets. The meas- 
ure has been assigned to the Senate 
Judiciary Committee, but no hearing 
date has been set. 
® SCA 43 Another Ed Davis measure, 
this one more friendly to the press, 
would require bodies governed by the 
Brown Act to tape meetings held in 
closed session. Those tapes would then 
be kept for a year and could be reviewed 
by the attorney general or district at- 
torneys investigating complaints of 
Brown Act violations. The original 
measure, SB 1267, died in the Senate 
Appropriations Committee Jan 25th. 
However, it has been resurrected by 
Davis as a constitutional amendment. 
Davis’s office told the Bay Guardian it 
has no record of CNPA opposing 
either SB 1267 or SCA 43. No hearing 
date has been set. 
@ AB 1325 When this bill was in- 
troduced, Assemblyman Norm Waters 
(D-Plymouth) was looking for ways to 
protect the media’s right to cover 
crimes involving juveniles. That was 
before a small newspaper in his district 
reported the name of a minor who was 


the victim of asex crime. In January, he 
changed the bill to allow judges to gag 
the press in such stories. The courts 
have always frowned on ‘‘prior 
restraint’”’ of the press, but Waters is 
pushing the bill. It has been heard in the 
Senate Judiciary Committee, but is still 
in committee awaiting amendments to 
repair constitutional defects. Dorais 
testified against the bill at the hearing, 
but broke protocol by not submitting a 
letter of opposition first. Waters’ staff 
has still not received such a letter. 

& AB 2754, SB 2068 Last year, As- 
emblyman Mike Roos (D-L.A.) put 
through a bill that prohibits the Depart- 
ment of Motor Vehicles from releasing 
home addresses. His staff said the 
measure was only intended to apply to 
people who requested confidentiality, 
but it ended up passing with a universal 
prohibition against any release of ad- 
dresses. Instead of cleaning up his bill 
this year, Roos is working on allowing 
voters to keep their addresses on voter 
registration rolls confidential. 

The cleanup effort has been left to 
Assemblyman Ross Johnson (R-La 
Habra) and Senator John Doolittle 
(R-Rocklin). Their respective meas- 
ures, AB 2754 and SB 2068, are similar 
but not identical. The Assembly bill is 
in the Assembly Transportation Com- 
mittee, where no hearing date has been 
set. The Senate bill will be heard March 
27th in the Senate Judiciary Commit- 
tee. CNPA has been working with 
DMV to negotiate press exemptions to 
the original Roos bill, but its publica- 
tions have paid very little attention to 
either clean-up effort to date. 
® AB 2019 Assemblyman Elihu Har- 
ris (D-Oakland) has already won Senate 
and Assembly approval for his bill to 
levy $25-a-day fines for agencies that fail 
to hand over documents in the ten-day 
period allowed by the Public Records 
Act.

Congressman Ron Dellums: Questioning the Pentagon’s attack on local 
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The weapons lobby 
strikes back 


Big defense contractors and Pentagon officials 
have joined forces in a major national campaign 
to wipe out the nuclear-free zone movement

senior Pentagon officials on 
a high-powered national 
campaign to wipe out the 
nuclear-free zone movement, the Bay 
Guardian has learned. 

Among other things, the industry 
group has asked the Department of 
Defense to consider using emergency 
powers to void the existing nuclear-free 
zone laws in 168 communities and has 
suggested that the president should be 
convinced to issue an executive order 
preempting the local laws in the name 
of national security. 

Documents obtained by Nuclear 
Free America and Nuclear Free 
California, clearinghouses for disar- 
mament and antinuclear groups, reveal 
for the first time what has long been 
suspected by the national nuclear-free- 
zone movement: that free-zone cam- 
paigns have been targeted by a well- 
orchestrated, well-funded national 
coalition whose agenda may have 
reached the White House. 

The materials also suggest that in- 
dustry leaders fear existing nuclear-free 
zone laws may survive legal challenges 
and threaten the gigantic profits of the 
nuclear-power and weapons business. 

U.S. Representative Ron Dellums, 
an Oakland Democrat and senior 
member of the Armed Services Com- 
mittee, has launched an investigation 
into the role federal officials have 
played in the campaign. “‘It disturbs me 
that the government and industry have 
collaborated in an effort to thwart the 
citizenry’s will, rather than to seek 
means to accommodate it,’’ he stated 
in a Feb. 14th letter to Defense Secre- 

tary Richard Cheney. 

The documents on anti-nuclear-free- 
zone strategy were prepared by the 
Aerospace Industries Association, a 
trade association of 40 of America’s 
largest corporations, headed by 
Lockheed Missile and Space Company 
of Sunnyvale. They were sent, un- 
solicited, to the offices of Nuclear Free 
America and Nuclear Free California. 

The memoranda, reports and stra- 
tegy papers depict an industry panic- 
stricken by the prospect of peace. 
Among other things, the documents 





contractors is working with” 


show: 

@ That industry lobbyists have held 
numerous meetings with high-ranking 
federal officials, including Deputy 
Defense Secretary Donald Atwood and 
Energy Secretary James Watkins, to 
discuss the campaign against nuclear- 
free zones. 

@ That the aerospace industry had at 
least six months prior knowledge of the 
Justice Department’s suit against 
Oakland’s nuclear-free-zone or- 
dinance. 

@ That the nuclear-free-zone cam- 
paigns now underway in San Francisco 
and Alameda County have been tar- 
geted by a national defense lobby with 
access to millions of dollars for cam- 
paign money. 


UST WHY is the nuclear in- 
dustry so up-in-arms about the 
nuclear-free-zone movement? 
According to the documents, it’s 
because the NFZs threaten the 
industry where it has never been 
threatened before: in the pocketbook. 

“The Nuclear Free Zone (NFZ) con- 
cept is described by proponents as the 
second step in achieving nuclear disar- 
mament, following the nuclear freeze 
movement,’’ a February 1989 AIA 
“background paper’’ notes. ‘While 
the freeze movement began as essen- 
tially a philosophical statement, the 
NFZ is designed to actually force disar- 
mament by attacking companies in- 
volved in DoD/DoE contracting 
.... These ordinances inflict economic 
harm on major DOD contractors.’’ 

The documents show that on Sept. 
25, 1989, AIA lobbyist Don Fuqua and 
EIA President Pete McCloskey briefed 
Deputy Defense Secretary Atwood and 
“presented him with a memorandum 
outlining DoD’s statutory authority to 
issue regulations preempting nuclear- 
free zones and with a talking paper, 
‘Why Preemptive Regulations are 
Necessary.’ 

“‘Deputy Secretary Atwood is 
familiar with the problem, based on ex- 
pertise he had in opposing a nuclear- 
free-zone initiative in Massachusetts 
while he was with General Motors,’ a 
Sept. 29th memo from Fuqua to associ- 
ation members notes. ‘‘He was recep- 
tive to the idea of preemptive action, 
and said he would discuss the matter 






further with DoD’s general counsel.’’ 

A meeting with Energy Secretary 
Watkins would take place shortly, the 
memo states. 

If the Defense Department were 
unable or unwilling to take preemptive 

yaction, the documents show, the AIA 

and EIA wanted to take their appeal 
directly to the top. ‘‘DoD (possibly in 
conjunction with DoE) could request 
that the President issue an Executive 
Order declaring Federal Policy and 
preemption with respect to such or- 
dinances,’’ a legal analysis prepared for 
AIA by the law firm of Cowell & Mor- 
ing states. 

The documents indicate that Justice 
Department officials have been in close 
touch with the industry group. In fact, 
a Feb. 8, 1989 AIA memo indicates the 
group knew the Justice Department 
was going to sue the city of Oakland at 
least six months before Oakland was 
notified. 

“Good news,’’ the memo states. ‘‘A 
possibility of a legal challenge to the or- 
dinance by the Department of Justice 
(on behalf of the DoE and the DoD) 
now exists. ...If successful, the cases 
could form the basis for a broad, 
precedent-setting legal challenge to 
NFZ proposals in any state.’’ 

However, the documents also show 
that industry officials aren’t taking a 
victory in that case for granted. ‘‘The 
DoJ lawsuit does not in any way abate 
the urgency for decisive action by the 
federal government,’’ a September 
1989 memo states. ‘‘In and of itself [the 
litigation] is not sufficient to protect 
DoD and DoE contractors....Nu- 
clear Free Zone proponents have 
declared publicly that regardless of the 
Oakland decision, they will press on 
with equally restrictive ordinances in 
other jurisdictions.’’ 

In fact, the industry group has 
targeted initiative campaigns in San 
Francisco and Alameda County as 
among those that must be nipped in the 
bud. ‘‘Two critical upcoming or- 
dinances include Alameda County and 
San Francisco County....These or- 
dinances have a much broader reach 
than any previous ordinance, including 
Oakland. The Alameda ordinance 
specifically targets Lawrence Liver- 
more Labs,’’ the September memo 
notes. 

According to disclosure reports filed 
with the California Fair Political Prac- 
tices Commission, the nuclear in- 
dustry’s anti-free-zone campaign had 
raised $172,500 in just two weeks be- 
tween Dec. 14, 1989 and Jan. 1, 1990: 
The campaign contributors read like a 
guide to the Bay Area’s industrial 
power structure: General Electric gave 
$35,000, AT&T $30,000, Lockheed 
$25,000, Pacific Telesis $25,000, IBM 
$25,000, Bank of America $25,000, 
Fluor Corp. $5,000 and TRW $2,500. 

The campaign has enlisted the aid of 
the Sacramento firm Nielsen, 
Merksamer, which represents several 
major tobacco companies, to run its 
California campaign. 


- Oakland City Councilmember — 


Wilson Riles, a strong defender of 
Oakland’s nuclear-free-zone law, ex- 
pressed outrage with industry’s efforts 
to void his city’s vote. ‘‘It is grossly 
unethical for companies making a pro- 
fit from nuclear weapons to sneak 
behind the backs of local voters and try 
to subvert their democratic decisions,”’ 
he told the Bay Guardian. 

Others tried to look at the bright 
side. ‘‘I take it as a sign of 
affirmation,’’ said Stephen Bloom (no 
relation to the author), coordinator of 
Nuclear Free California and the prin- 
cipal author of the nuclear-free-zone 
proposals heading for the ballot in June 
in Marin and Alameda and in Novem- 
ber in San Francisco. ‘‘The NFZ move- 
ment is beginning to dismantle the 
nuclear-weapons industry from the 
bottom up. These underhanded attacks 
serve only to endorse and encourage 
our efforts.”” a

After years of fighting in the streets 
to make San Francisco more accessible 
to the disabled, Paul Imperiale 
finally has an office in city hall

N THE back of a crowded elevator 

stuffed with city bureaucrats 

mumbling about lunch spots, Paul 

Imperiale sits in his wheel chair, 

nodding a friendly hello to his new 
colleagues. His arms and chest bulge 
with muscle. The doors slide open, he 
moves out onto the rainy United Na- 
tions Plaza, and suddenly he’s gone, 
whizzing past pedestrians. 

This energetic, 41-year-old activist 
for the disabled has a new job: working 
with the city to make San Francisco the 
first handicapped-accessible city in the 
nation. It’s a daunting task. 

San Francisco, like all cities, remains 
almost completely inaccessible to the 
disabled, despite the landmark 1973 
civil rights law that says, in effect, 
that a disabled person should have ac- 
cess to the same buildings, services and 
transportation systems as able-bodied 
people. ‘‘Cities have simply ignored 
federal law 504,”’ says Imperiale, ‘‘And 
for the 12 percent of the population 
that’s disabled, we’ve been forced to 
live in segregation. We can’t use city 
parks, or eat in many restaurants. For 
us it’s like the South before the Civil 
Rights Movement.” 

To help ‘‘mainstream’’ the disabled 
community, to use Imperiale’s term, 
Mayor Art Agnos set up the 504 Task 
Force to devise an action plan, and Im- 
periale was selected to oversee its im- 
plementation. Now that he is in a posi- 
tion ‘‘to make history,’’ he says he 
doesn’t like to complain about just how 
inaccessible the city is for the disabled. 
But with a little prodding, he opens up. 

“You name it — most government 


offices, libraries, police stations, com- 
munity health centers, retail stores 
and restaurants are impossible for the 
disabled to enter or use,’’ he says. “‘At 
Safeway we have to wait outside while 
a manager gets a key and opens the 
gate, and again when we leave. Hell, at 
City Hall, a ramp was built only two 
years ago.’ 

In creating an action plan to build 
ramps, low-lying fixtures and the like, 
and in hiring the polio-stricken Im- 
periale to oversee it, San Francisco has 
become the first city in the country to 
push for the rights of the disabled, says 
Imperiale. ‘It’s been a horribly long 
wait, but I’m convinced that our time 
has come. We simply want the ability to 
lead productive lives.’’ 


MPERIALE DOESN’T fit the 

stereotype of the cripple in the 

wheelchair who “‘stays indoors 

watching TV with a Mickey Mouse 

shirt on,’’ as he describes it. He has 
raised a family and has been a promi- 
nent custom jeweler in the city. But he 
admits that overcoming the stigma that 
the disabled are somehow inferior was 
as much a challenge as climbing stairs. 
In San Francisco, where he grew up, 
public schools reinforced the 
stereotype. 

“In school, we weren’t main- 
streamed. We were taught how to fill 
out forms, not how to lead productive 
lives. But I learned at an early age how 
to survive. I became gregarious.”’ 

In wood-shop class, a group of guys 
took a liking to Imperiale. He laughs: 
“‘T impressed them because my projects 
were better than theirs. Hey, they were 
jocks. But they took me around. We 


would go to the Bay and fish. Things 
started getting better.”’ 

Until he tried finding a job. “‘I 
couldn’t get a good job because places 
where I wanted to work said their in- 
surance wouldn’t cover me. But I think 
they refused to hire me because they 
didn’t think a disabled person would 
work.”’ 

So Imperiale went off to fine-arts 
school and later opened his own 
business, Imperiale Goldsmith on Post 
Street. Becoming a well-known custom 
jeweler in the city allowed him to forget 
his disability —- for a time. 

“T was trying to deny I was disabled, 
but my condition became severe. I had 
to go into a wheelchair. All of asudden, 
I felt my life was over. I couldn’t get 
anywhere.”’ 

But instead of giving up, Imperiale 
took to the streets, joining the 


American Disabled for Accessible 


Public Transit. “‘We were seen as the 
radicals in the streets. We believed 
transportation was the key to our in- 
dependence.”’ 

Then, in 1973, the federal govern- 
ment enacted the access-requirement 
law for the disabled. ‘We went wild. 
This was the best thing that ever hap- 
pened.’’ But despite those early hopes, 
not a lot has changed. Cities across the 
country have failed to enforce the law 
to make public buildings accessible. 


T BLEW my mind when I 

& started learning about this 

issue,’ says Larry Del Carlo, 

director of the Mayor’s Office 

of Community Development. 

“Tread in an airplane magazine that the 

disabled can only fly in the company of 

a responsible adult. That’s the attitude 
toward the disabled.”’ 

Agnos, he says, shared his reaction. 
“‘He told me the city wasn’t in com- 
pliance with 504,’’ Del Carlo explains. 
“‘Then he told me to find a way to deal 
with it. We choose Paul to work on the 
city’s action plan. Who in the city 
understands these issues better than 
Paul? And he’s been an advocate.”’ 

Imperiale says he’s ‘‘ecstatic’’ about 
his move from outside agitator to 
disability program coordinator for 
the city. He says he now has a great op- 
portunity to change attitudes—and 
buildings. ‘‘I’ll be much more effec- 
tive, and the activist community knows 
it. They now have a link to City Hall, 
some one to call with complaints.’’ 

But as one of only two severely han- 
dicapped people working in a powerful 
capacity in city government, he’s facing 
other challenges. ‘‘I’m working 
with department heads. And they see 
disabled people differently than they 
do able-bodied people.”’ 

So Imperiale now finds himself in a 
tough position. ‘“‘I can’t sway either 
way too far. I have to negotiate very 
carefully with the departments. They 
have a lot to learn about disabled peo- 
ple. And the activists are very critical of 
the government. I have to hold the mid- 
dle together. And if I blow it, it will be 
years before someone else gets a 
chance.”” 

Imperiale predicts it will take San 
Francisco 20 years to come even close 
to complying with federal law. The city 
will fund much of the work through its 
capital-improvement program. 

Having been both an activist for the 
disabled and a success in the able- 
bodied world, Imperiale is perfectly 
suited for his new role. 

“You might say I’m trying to turn 
my anger in a positive direction,” 
says Imperiale. ‘‘From the negative to 
the positive. That sounds pretty Cal- 
ifornian I suppose.’’ 

Californian indeed. Imperiale says on 
weekends he likes to tool around the Bay 
in his boat. ‘‘I fish for salmon and perch 
in a beautiful wood cruiser. It was built 
in 1937. I love things like that.’’ 

It seems unlikely that Imperiale will 
blow it. Anyone who fishes will also 
have the patience to fight the 
bureaucracy.

Basehball’s last racial barrier

Young is the pride of Seoul, South Korea, a six-foot- 

three-inch, 20-year-old fireballing righthander who is 
starting the 1990 season with the Milwaukee Brewers’ 
rookie-league team. So much face is riding on the 
youngster’s arm that the Brewers have assigned him a special 
coach to ease his transition to U.S. baseball. In addition, 
Young’s progress will be watched by North American bus- 
inesspeople itching to expand baseball’s marketing potential 
overseas. 

If Young makes the majors — and it won’t be for a couple 
of years at the earliest — he won’t be the first Asian-born 
player to do so. The Japanese Jackie Robinson was Masanori 
Murakami, who pitched in 54 games for the San Francisco 
Giants over the 1964 and ’65 seasons. But after Murakami, 
there was nothing. Players from across the Pacific have been 
conspicuously absent from big-league rosters. 

Unfair stereotypes abound. If Young Min Ma is to be suc- 
cessful in North America, he’ll have to overcome a whole 
lineup of such misconceptions. Chat with any “‘baseball man’’ 
and he’ll recite the litany of strikes against Asians: Asians are 
too small to play in the big leagues. Asian pitchers are afraid to 
throw inside. Coaching in Asiais inferior. Asian talent doesn’t 
measure up to major-league requirements. 

The scout who signed Young Min Ma may be the West’s 
premier authority on baseball in the Far East. Following a 
career as a minor-league shortstop, Ray Poitevint has been 
working in baseball front offices since 1959. Poitevint has 
signed more than 60 major-league players and now serves as 
vice president for international baseball operations for the 
Brewers — the only team to have such a position. 

Poitevint is uniquely qualified to scout in Japan, Korea 
and Taiwan. (Professional baseball is a longtime fixture in 
Japan, eight years old in Korea and just beginning its in- 
augural season in Taiwan. Perhaps those Taiwanese Little 
Leaguers who keep whipping our boys every summer in 
Williamsport will grow up and whip our men in the pro 
leagues.) He speaks Japanese fluently and has been studying 
baseball in Asia for 30 years. 


A CCORDING TO Poitevint, whatever truths there were 


T HE EYES of the baseball world are on Young Min Ma. 


in those stereotypes are quickly becoming as obsolete as 

gray flannel uniforms. For instance, the average ball- 
player in Japan is now about six feet tall. ‘The Japanese are in- 
to healthier diets and weight lifting, just like their American 
counterparts,’ says Poitevint. ‘‘Japanese young people are 
bigger and stronger than they have ever been.’’ 

As for the reluctance of Asian pitchers to throw inside, an 
essential tactic of the North American game, Poitevint dis- 
misses that notion as antiquated. ‘‘There are now more 
Western-minded pitching coaches who have their pitchers 
throw inside,’’ he says. ‘‘And Japanese baseball works like 
this: Once one team is successful at a certain technique, they 
all follow. They all want to be successful. So now you’re see- 
ing Japanese pitchers brushing the batter’s back.”’ 

Coaching may be one area where the newer professional 
leagues lag behind. Since baseball savvy filters down from 
North America through Japan first, Korean coaches ‘‘just 
don’t have the knowledge,’’ according to the Giants’ 
Wendell Kim. 

Kim, a Hawaii native, has spent the last three off-seasons 
teaching the fine points of America’s national pastime to 
South Korea’s Pacific Dolphins. He says the Koreans get a 
lot of their technique from Japan — he calls it ‘‘bad habits’”’ 
— but more American input will change things. Apparently 
the Koreans think so, too. On Kim’s recommendation, the 
Samsung Lions recently hired Giants minor-league pitching 
coach Marty DeMerritt to tutor their big-league staff. 

On the subject of where the best baseball is played, 
Poitevint puts it bluntly: ‘‘The United States is still the best, 
but we can’t ignore the fact that the Japanese are closing the 
gap. The days when we overpowered them are gone forever. 
Out of ten pitchers on each Japanese team, two would make 
major-league teams here, and eight would be good AAA 
pitchers. U.S. teams used to win easily. Now we’re lucky to 
break even.’’ 

If Japanese players are as good as, or almost as good as, 
their North American colleagues, why, then, is Young Min 
Ma, a Korean, the sole Asian hope for the major leagues? 

The commissioner’s office confirms that ‘‘for years”’ 
there’s been an unwritten rule between the world’s two top 
pro leagues: Don’t raid my roster and I won’t raid yours. 
Japanese baseball executives have nibbled at the edges of that 
agreement with celebrated — and mammoth — offers to 
Yankee pitcher Dave Righetti, among others, but the North 
Americans haven’t responded in kind. 


Sul, Poitevint points out that the time and money his 
Brewers spend in the Far East is worth it. ‘‘The Japanese 
won’t buy players from any other team if they can get what 
they need from us,”’ he says, using the disarming plantation 
jargon of a big-league executive. ‘‘The Japanese know the 
Dodgers because they’re from Los Angeles. Now they know 
the Milwaukee Brewers, too.” Poitevint also says that more 
and more young U.S. athletes are choosing football and bas- 
ketball over baseball, and the talent pool here will shrink in 
years to come, putting teams that already have a scouting 
base in Asia that much farther ahead. 

Aside from occasional workouts with invited Asian 
players, the Giants and A’s have no such scouting apparatus 
on the other side of the Pacific Rim. 


Poitevint points out that 
recruiting in the Far East is 
worth it. .. More young U.S. 
athletes are choosing football 
and basketball over baseball, 
and the talent pool here will 
shrink in years to come, 
putting teams that already 
have a scouting base in Asia 
that much farther ahead. 


UT THIS line of discussion assumes that Japanese 

players want to play for clubs in North America, that 

they’d rather cavort in the Astrodome than in the Tokyo 
Dome, that the outfield grass is greener here. 

Poitevint says that ain’t necessarily so. 

“‘The star players in Japan are treated like movie stars are 
treated here,’’ says Poitevint. ‘“They do really well financial- 
ly.”’ He says first-round draft picks in North America are 
usually paid about $150,000 to sign major-league contracts, 
then make about $50,000 their first year. Compare that to the 
$400,000 usually doled out to the first four or five Japanese 
draftees, add in a first-year salary of $500,000 and you can 
see why Japanese youngsters are not lining up to play on the 
other side of the Pacific. 

In addition, Japanese ballplayers have job security no 
North American player can hope to match. Loyalty is the 
glue that holds the Japanese leagues together, says Poitevint: 
“Once a Kintetsu Buffalo, always a Kintetsu Buffalo. 

‘‘Baseball is operated at a break-even point, for the 
pleasure of the corporations that sponsor the teams,”’ he 
says. Talk about a contrast! 

All that may change, however, if and when Frank Heffron 
has his way. Heffron is president (and only current employee) 
of Major League Baseball International Partners, amonth- 
old New York-based marketing outfit that, working with 
the commissioner’s office and NBC-TV, hopes to pro- 
selytize baseball and its many products — bats, balls, caps, 
T-shirts and bobble-head dolls — to populations overseas. 
He puts Asia in the ‘‘top tier’’ of possible markets, along 
with Latin America. 

“It’s an interesting time to be promoting baseball around 
the world,”’ Heffron says, pointing to the fact that baseball 
will be a medal sport at the 1992 Barcelona Olympics for the 
first time. 

Short of expanding the major leagues to include Tokyo 
and Seoul, what would most stir the interest of Asian money- 
spenders in the game as it’s played professionally here in the 
Western Hemisphere? 

“If we can get Japanese and Korean players into the ma- 
jors,”’ says Heffron, ‘‘that would help me a lot.’’ 

If you see Young Min Ma, don’t tell him. He’s already 
under enough pressure as it is.

g My partner and I are enjoying 

@ our new redwood hot tub. Not 
only is the water hot, but, on occasion, 
so are we. The only thing stopping us 
from making love in the tub is the fear 
of infection. PH increaser and chlorine 
concentrate are in use according to the 
chemical booklet we got at the spa 
store, but answers to our questions are 
not at the back of the booklet. What 
are the risks of infecting my honey’s 
vagina or my penis if we have inter- 
course under water? Would bromine 
be better for us than chlorine? 


A: Driving unsterile water up her 
® vagina and into your urethra, as 
the movements of underwater inter- 
course will do, is not a great idea. There 
is some risk of infection. Just how bad 
the infection could be, how great the 
tisk, vs. how great the pleasure, is a 
matter for others’ expertise. 


g What do you know about fist 

w fucking vaginally? Is it 
dangerous, either physically or in terms 
of safe sex? My friend thinks she can 
get hurt. I don’t really think so. It can 
be quite gentle. Are there any nicer 
terms for something this nice? 


A: The only other term I know for it 
is ‘‘fisting,’’ not a whole lot bet- 
ter. It still sounds hostile, and, as you 
say, the activity at its best is most often 
slowly and gently done. Vaginal fisting 
consists of a woman’s partner slowly 
introducing one finger, two fingers, 
three, into her well-lubricated vagina 
until the hand, (fingers pressed narrow- 
ly together and covered with a latex 
glove) is engulfed. It can then be 
moved, again slowly and gently, in an 
in-and-out motion (though not com- 
pletely pulled from the body), 
simulating intercourse.

NOTICE OF PROPOSED SETTLEMENT 
OF CLASS ACTION 


A settlement of a class action lawsuit presently pending in 
the United States District Court for the Northern District of 
California entitled JIMMIE SMITH et al. v. FEDERAL 
EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT AGENCY et al, Civil No. 
C 90-0161 EFL, is now being considered, and the Court will 
consider objections to the settlement on March 30, 1990, The 
lawsuit is a class action filed on behalf of persons who claim 
to have been injured by the alleged failure of the California 
Department of Social Services ("DSS") and the Federal Emer- 
gency Management Agency ("FEMA") to comply with certain 
disaster relief laws in connection with the provisions of the 
federally-funded benefits to persons affected by the Loma 
Prieta earthquake of October 17, 1989. This notice is directed 
to all persons who: 


(1) applied for and were denied rental assistance by 
FEMA because they shared housing or had not been in their 
pre-earthquake residence for thirty continuous days; 

(2) appealed or wished to appeal a grant or denial of rental 
assistance; or 

(3) did not appeal a grant or denial of Individual and 
Family Grant benefits provided by DSS because of the time- 
limit to appeal. 


If you fall into one of these three categories, you may be a 
class member. 
Among other things, the settlement requires: 


(1) provision of certain housing assistance, if needed, to 
individuals who were denied FEMA rental assistance because 
they shared housing or because they had not lived in their 
pre-earthquake residence for thirty continuous days or more; 

(2) funding for projects to provide emergency shelter with 
equal priority to projects that rehabilitate and/or lease shelter 
for individuals denied FEMA rental assistance because they 
had not lived in a unit for thirty continuous days prior to the 
earthquake; 

(3) renotification to persons denied FEMA assistance who 
were not explicitly informed of their right to appeals that they 
may do so within sixty days and publication of written 
guidelines for appeals procedures; 

(4) extension of the appeal period for the State of 
California’s Individual and Family Grant program from twen- 
ty to sixty days and notification to all IFG applicants of this 
change; and 

(5) revision of FEMA’s letter to successful housing ap- 
plicants so as to more fully inform them of available benefits. 


The settlement is recorded in an order signed by the Court. 
You may wish to consult this order, which is the most complete 
statement of the settlement, to determine whether you are a 
class member and if you approve the settlement. A copy is 
available for examination between 9:00 a.m. and 5:00 p.m., 
weekdays, at the following locations:

These days there seems to be a Thai 
restaurant on every corner, with 
Vietnamese and Cambodian places 
not far behind. But another part of 
Southeast Asia — Malaysia, 
Singapore and Indonesia — offers a 
completely different kind of food you 
don't often find in the Bay Area. Bay 
Area restaurants featuring food from 
these areas serve everything from 
elaborate feasts like the Indonesian 
rijsttafel to everyday dishes like nasi 
goreng (fried rice), usually eaten at 
food stalls along the road in Asia . 

In Malaysia and Singapore, the mix 
of Indians, Chinese and Malays 
means that you never have to eat 
anything twice, whether it's the 
Indian pastry murtabak, filled with 
prawns, chicken or jicama and 
carrots and smothered in a thick chili 
Sauce, Or mee (noodles) from 
Singapore prepared in endless 
delicious ways. Other choices range 
from Singaporean Hainan chicken 
rice cooked in chilis, ginger and soy 
sauce to laksa, a spicy coconut- 
based soup full of prawns, rice 
noodles, vegetables and fish cake. 
Satay — pieces of barbecued beef, 
chicken or lamb skewered on a 
bamboo stick and marinated in a 
spicy peanut sauce — is not to be 
missed, but you can always grill your 
own with a Brahim's Asian Foods 
satay kit, available at Safeway for 
$2.89. 

Indonesian dishes include the 
simple gado gado salad — made with 
cabbage, bean sprouts, cucumbers, 
potatoes and cabbage and topped 
with egg, sweet and spicy peanut 
dressing and prawn cracker — and 
the elegant Dutch rijsttafel (rice 
table), a tradition started when 
Indonesia was a Dutch colony, 
featuring a spread of a dozen 
Indonesian dishes like vegetables in 
coconut, fried coconut shreds with 
peanuts and pisang goreng (banana 
fritters) along with the standard gado 
gado and satay. 

The Bay Area restaurants serving 
Cuisine from Malaysia, Singapore and 
Indonesia range from the truly 
inexpensive to the white-tablecloth 
variety, but in any case, the cost of a 
meal will be less than the airfare to 
get to Asia. The Malaysian 
government has named 1990 the 
Year to Visit Malaysia, but even if you 
can't lie on the white sands of 
Tioman Island, watch the giant 
leatherback turtles migrate to the 
east coast in the springtime or hear 
the call to prayer from minarets every 
Friday, at least you can try the food. 


Indonesia Restaurant Run by 
Chinese from Indonesia, this small, 
unassuming restaurant offers gado 
gado ($2.65), satay ($4.15) and other 


curries and Chinese dishes. Ice 
Rambutan, a thick dessert of the 
sweet tropical fruit with coconut milk 
and brown sugar ($1.25), and 
Indonesian clove cigarettes ($2.75) 
are also available. Daily, 11:30 
am-9:30 pm. 678 Post, SF, 474-4026 
or 474-4713. 


Java Owned by Chinese from Hong 
Kong and Burma, the restaurant 
serves a rice table for two featuring a 
dozen dishes ($18). Java offers 
Chinese food as well as gado gado 
($3.50), satay of chicken, beef or 
lamb ($5.95), ayam kari or chicken 
curry ($3.95) and excellent spicy 
french fries ($1.50). Java also serves 
tamarind, mango, guava, and young 
coconut juice ($1-$1.50). Daily, 11:30 
am-11 pm. Closed on Tuesday. 417 
Clement, SF, 752-1541. 


Rice Table Run by a Javanese 
woman and her American husband, 
the restaurant offers satay ($12.75), 
gado gado ($10.95), and nasi goreng 
($11.75). The rice table is $14.95 or 
$17.95 for the deluxe version.

Singapore Malaysian Restaurant 
This restaurant was opened last 
summer by man from Penang Island 
in Malaysia. Along with satay ($6.95), 
laksa ($4.50-$5,50) and gado gado 
($4.95), the restaurant serves sambai 
udang, or prawns sauteed in lemon 
grass and chilis ($8.50) and nasi 
lemak, steamed coconut rice with 
spicy prawns and dried fish ($4.95). 
Drinks include lychee juice ($1) and 
cheng loi ($1.75), a mix of sweet 
flower rice, coconut milk and brown 
sugar. Daily, 11:30 am-10 pm. 836 
Clement, SF, 750-9518. 


Straits Cafe Owned by a 
Singaporean family, Straits Cafe 
recently moved to a new location 
decorated to evoke the kind of quaint 
street scene that is quickly 
disappearing from ultra-modern 
Singapore. The restaurant serves the 
standard satay ($6.95), murtabak 
($5.50), gado gado ($6.50), and laksa 
($6.25), plus Singaporean dishes like 
rojah, a cold salad of fruits and 
vegetables in a dressing of chilis, 
shrimp paste and sesame seeds 
($5.50), karm her pho kao, chicken 
fried in a salt-fish marinade ($7.95) 
and mee siam, curry-fried rice 
noodles topped with prawns, chives 
and egg in a tangy broth ($6.25).

FATTEN THE 
(SOOSE FIRST

NE OF my primal TV 

memories is of Borscht 

Belt comedian Red But- 

tons doing his ‘‘Ho Ho 

Song.’’ Holding his 
head in his hand, Buttons would dance 
in little circles and sing: ‘‘Ho ho, ho ho, 
strange things are happening.”’ I was 
nearly overcome by the urge to perform 
my own rendition of this Buttons shtick 
earlier this month at a panel discussion 
sponsored by Working Assets, an eth- 
ical money market fund. 

The event’s supposed purpose was to 
expose a delegation from Poland’s 
Cracow Industrial Society (CIS) to the 
alternative financing techniques 
employed by socially conscious 
capitalists. CIS, according to its 
literature, was created in 1985 as a 
forum for ‘‘businessmen, professional 
people and scholars who advocate a 
free market economy.’’ It was ‘“‘the 
first such organization to appear in 
communist Poland,” their brochure 
boasted, with the new government’s 
Minister of Industry and other high- 
level officials among its founders. And, 
it noted, the group is now prominently 
involved in planning the ‘‘privatiza- 
tion’’ of Poland’s economic system. 

I had read the CIS literature prior to 
the panel, and it’s last year’s news that 
the red buttons of communism have 


popped open all across the midriff of 
Europe, so I shouldn’t have been sur- 
prised by the Polish guests’ views. 
Nonetheless, listening to the give and 
take around the table, that refrain — 
“strange things are happening’? — 
kept echoing in my brain. 

Leading off the dialogue, Working 
Assets president Frank Tsai remarked 
that some U.S. investors were willing to 
settle for reduced returns on their 
capital if offered higher social returns. 
The Polish panelists seemed under-- 
whelmed by this sort of altruism and 
there were grins when their interpreter 
observed it wasn’t ‘‘very common.”’ 

The Cracow contingent was equally 
unimpressed by the advice of Jerome 
Dodson. Dodson, who runs the Par- 
nassus Fund, an ethical stock mutual 
fund, cautioned that free markets 
become inefficient if wealth is concen- 
trated in too few hands. Therefore, he 
explained, Poland would benefit from 


‘a progressive income tax system. This 


suggestion provoked Leslaw Kuzaj, an 
attorney and owner of a Cracow bou- 
tique, to retort: ‘“You must first fatten 
the goose, before you carve it up.”” I 
couldn’t help thinking, however, that a 
number of budding Polish capitalists 
have already sharpened their knives. 
Next on the agenda was David 
Thompson, of the National Cooper- 
ative Business Association. As he 
described the economic power of U.S. 


farmer, housing, utility, insurance and 
credit union co-ops, and boosted the 
co-op model for Poland, the CIS 
delegation squirmed. And they were 
appalled when he reported his lobbying 
of Congress to funnel foreign aid funds 
through Polish cooperatives. “‘The 
Polish co-ops are controlled by the 
Communist Party,’? Thompson was 
admonished. ‘‘Don’t give them 
money!”’ 

At this point, Paul Sussman, ex- 
ecutive director of the Northern 
California Community Loan Fund, 
tried to smooth things over by stressing 
the panel’s shared goal of increasing 
economic democracy and opportunity. 
Predictably, everyone nodded in ap- 
proval. 

But this didn’t help May Chung, 
who heads an organization providing 
loans and guidance to women en- 
trepreneurs, win any Polish converts to 
affirmative action. And her efforts to 
persuade the visitors that women ought 
to play a major role in Poland’s un- 
folding capitalist economy were unsuc- 
cessful. It’s not that they thought 
babushkas in the boardrooms would 
mean a slide back to Marxism. Rather, 
their somewhat abashed interpreter 
translated, they feared nobody would 
be home to raise the children if women 
were too mixed up in business. 

The Polish guests sounded pretty 
much of one mind until the discussion 
turned to their country’s environmen- 
tal problems. The split in their thinking 
became apparent when I asked, in the 
face of their acute ecological crisis, 
whether strict environmental regula- 
tions weren’t required. Piotr Kulij, 
editor of the CIS newsletter, contended 
such government intervention would 
be counterproductive, with self- 
regulation by business and perhaps 
some pollution fees the solution. 
However, Boguslaw Tadeusz, a mar- 
keting executive, vehemently disa- 
greed. He argued that stringent en- 
vironmental laws were a necessity and 
violators should be punished with large 
fines. 

In addition to the three Polish 
panelists mentioned, their delegation 
included Jan Kosch, an attorney prac- 
ticing civil and commercial law, and 
Antoni Potocki, manager of an elec- 
tronics firm. Their escort/interpreter, 
Sophia Miskiewicz, had been a Ful- 
bright scholar in Poland and recently 
directed a Radio Free Europe human 
rights project. 

Speaking to group members follow- 
ing the panel, I was told all Polish peo- 
ple hated their horrible pollution. And, 
they lamented, the ‘‘anti-growth”’ 
policies of the “‘Greens’’ were quite 
popular in Poland. For the CIS, how- 
ever, the way to resolve the growth vs. 
environment conflict was to promote 
service and ‘“‘high-tech’’ industries. 
“But the Greens,’’ they claimed, “‘were 
against even building a hotel for 
tourists in Cracow.” 

Although. my personal economic 
prejudices are poles apart from those of 
the CIS members, I guess it’s unfair to 
put them down. Certainly, there’s no 
easy fix for Poland’s plight and the 
delegation did assert a commitment to 
workers’ rights and ‘‘clean’”’ industry. 
Sure, they’re mesmerized by free- 
market fairy tales, but given their 
down-to-earth pragmatism it’s unlikely 
this will persist. 

Still, when the discussion concluded, 
I was struck by yet another Red But- 
tons memory. In this routine, he plays 
Rocky, a punch-drunk prizefighter. 
Asked why his last fight ended with a 
first-round knock out, Rocky replies, 
“The other guy had a real tricky left 
hook — he threw it .with his right 
hand.”’ a

WOK, DON'T RUN 


Jing Wah serves up superlative Mandarin and Cantonese cuisine

HE FIERY, potent flavors 

of the Hunan and Sichuan 

regions appeal to me, so I 

usually find myself eating 

Chinese food in a restau- 
rant that serves that cuisine. That ex- 
plains why, although Jing Wah was 
recommended with high praise, I was a 
little disappointed when I read the sign 
on the front window — ‘‘Mandarin 
and Cantonese.’’ But after sampling 
the first three dishes I became 
thoroughly enchanted with the cuisine 
and the graceful style of the kitchen. 
My first meal at Jing Wah certainly 
falls into the category of one of the bet- 
ter Chinese meals I have ever had in the 
city — and the prices are unusually low 
to boot. 

The dining room is brightly lit and 
has little in the way of decoration, but 
the food draws a loyal clientele and if 
what you want is soft music, candles 
and carpet below your feet, then call in 
your order and take the steaming car- 
tons home with you. One advantage of 
eating in the restaurant is that if you sit 
at the right table, you’ll have a 
bird’s-eye view of the six-inch flames 
that wrap around the kitchen’s primary 
wok. It’s an impressive sight and I urge 
you to bend your neck a bit to observe 
the dramatic cooking style. A well- 
seasoned wok, high heat, flavorful in- 
gredients and constant licks from blue 
and orange flames make each dish 
distinct and full of flavor. 

Potstickers ($3.25) and barbecued 
spareribs ($4.55) make substantial ap- 
petizers and are both very good. The 
potstickers come with a unique dipping

sauce made from at least ten ingre- 
dients that, when combined, look and 
taste almost like a Mexican salsa made 
with tomatillos. We had a surprise ap- 
petizer, a plate of six samusas ($4.95) 
with a very Thai- or Burmese-style salad 
in the center. These triangular packets, 
filled with potato, meat and vegetables, 
are deep-fried and served with the same 
spicy-sweet dipping sauce as the pot- 
stickers. We enjoyed the cross-cultural 
aspect of this Burmese dish. 

If you like noodles as much as I do, 
Jing Wah’s selection of noodle dishes 
will delight you. The noodles come in 
five categories: chow mein, crispy pan- 
fried noodles, chow fun, fried rice stick 
and noodle soups. Chicken crispy pan- 
fried noodles ($3.95) was light and ex- 
cellent. Skinny, crispy noodles served 
as a bed for a delicately seasoned and 
sauced mixture of chicken, celery, 
onions and mixed greens. My personal 
favorite, beef with pepper and black 
bean chow fun ($3.85), was big in 
flavor and very filling. The thick, flat, 
tender noodles, sauced with a slightly 
sweet, almost carmelized-tasting black 
sauce and topped with melt-in-your- 
mouth, paper-thin slices of beef, 
plus bell and jalapeno peppers, was 
quite satisfying. 

At the other end of the flavor and 
texture spectrum was seafood with 
double mushroom clay pot ($6.75). 
Light, lean and very healthy, this 
steaming clay pot was filled to the brim 
with perfectly cooked prawns, squid, 
scallops, water chestnuts, snow peas, 
cabbage, bamboo shoots and, of 
course, straw and shiitake mushrooms. 
There was enough food here to serve 
four people. Mixed vegetables with 
black bean sauce ($4.25) was also a 
generous dish and contained all the best 
fresh vegetables, including lots of baby 
corn. None of this “‘half bamboo 
shoots, the rest bean sprouts and car- 
rots” at Jing Wah. 

Crispy spicy chicken ($4.95) would 


be great for kids or unadventurous 
eaters. Boneless wedges of chicken, 
battered and deep-fried, were served in a 
thick, slightly sweet-spicy sauce. It is a 
safe and rather one-dimensional dish, 
but I liked it for those very reasons. 

The second time we visited Jing 
Wah, we found out that all lunch rice 
plates are under $4, but we were in- 
tent on sampling more noodle dishes. 
Sam see fried rice sticks ($3.95) com- 
bine skinny rice-flour noodles with 
chicken, barbecued pork, mushrooms 
and assorted vegetables. It’s light and 
perfect for lunch. 

Most serious Chinese food lovers 
avoid simple chow mein dishes, but 
since I love noodles, [like to sample this 
most basic dish when I try a new restau- 
rant. Jing Wah Chow Mein ($3.75), 
plump, round and very tender noodles 
with prawns, chicken, squid, barbe- 
cued pork, beef and a few vegetables 
had a wonderful smoky flavor and 
makes an outstanding entree when 
ordered with a separate vegetable dish. 
Eggplant with garlic sauce ($4.25), 
silky, steamed eggplant with a slightly 
spicy, oily sauce, is a good companion 
plate. 

Mu shu pork ($5.55), that popular 
dish consisting of thin pancakes, hoisin 
sauce (canned in this case) and stir-fried 
pork, eggs, cabbage and dried mush- 
rooms, was just as good as everything 
else, but I wish the thick, sweet sauce 
used for rubbing on the pancakes was 
homemade. 

This tiny neighborhood restaurant 
serves excellent food featuring fresh, 
wholesome ingredients, and the prices 
are too good to be true. After one or 
two meals here, I think Jing Wah will 
make its way onto your regular Chinese 
food map. |

But Hauer’s 
blind to all that as he tries to 
invoke humor by a grin best 
described as goofy, and isn't 
exactly helped along by a 
script that was obviously 
written by three blind and very 
furious mice. (Alexandria, SF;

Blue Steel 

Poor Jamie Curtis. All she's 
ever dreamed of is being a 
police officer, and when, her 
first day on the job, she blows 
away an armed supermarket 
robber and precinct detectives 
can't find the gunman’s 
weapon, she’s suspended. But 
we know it was picked up by 
wealthy commodities broker 
and psychopath Ron Silver, 
who uses it to kill 
indiscriminately. But, before 
you can Say “'pistol-packing 
paranoiac,” he and Curtis are 
sharing a cab, dinner and a 
little light lovemaking so that 
Silver can carve her name on 
the bullets he uses to kill.

WRITERLY 
ROLE MODELS 


USAN SONTAG and Czeslaw Milosz waxed philosophical 
as they chatted ‘‘On Art and Politics’’ in San Francisco’s 
Herbst Theatre for the City Arts & Lectures series last week. 
Sontag, introduced (by Bay Area poet Robert Hass) as ‘‘the 
foremost person of letters in America’’ and author of the 
recent AJDS and Its Metaphors, and Milosz, the Polish 
poet, former UC Berkeley professor and winner of the 1980 
Nobel Prize for literature, tried to keep the mood casual by 
prefacing their statements with ‘‘Czeslaw”’ and ‘‘Susan.”’ 
The theater’s neoclassical murals, gilded ceilings and 900 
velvet-upholstered seats didn’t help matters much. 

The authors settled down in their armchairs to converse 
about ‘‘this extraordinary time at the end of the 20th ee 
century,’’ and how writers should revise their attitudes 
toward society and politics now that modernism and history 
have officially ended. Exactly how should the role of the 
writer change? Milosz and Sontag were too busy arguing the 
difference between a social critic and a revolutionary to say, 
but came up with some interesting comments in their 
digressive monologues. 

The next age needs a ‘‘new spirituality,’’ said Milosz, 
whose poetry concerns the impotence of the individual in 
modern society. ‘‘I want to believe that the great sufferings 
and historical experiences in Eastern Europe will result in a 
new vision that will resist the inevitable pressure of money 
and commercialism.”” 

Sontag also called for values to fill the spiritual void of 
materialism, and hoped that the coming of capitalism to 
Eastern Europe wouldn’t mean porn videos, Rupert 
Murdoch papers and McDonalds stretching from here to the 
Iron Curtain. ‘‘Americans think Eastern Europeans have to 
suffer the same disillusionment, banality and tacky culture 
that we have in this country, with its brain-dead government 
and failed educational system,’’ she said. ‘‘Today, a writer 
with adversarial values is more necessary than ever.”’ 

After the lecture, Sontag and Milosz went to a Clean

EXPRESSIVE PERSPECTIVES | 


In his brief career, local Filipino artist John Aganon has had a real knack for getting his s 
paintings shown in all the right spaces. Any curator would tell you that a good space a 
complements the works on display, whereas a bad (or at least inappropriate) one can do ; 
irreparable damage. 

About a year ago, Aganon’s irreverent ‘‘Hollywood Legends”’ series, paintings that 
found two of Tinseltown’s most venerated icons in some pretty compromising positions, 
had an extended run inside a San Francisco sushi bar. The mere sight of James Dean and 
Elizabeth Taylor leering at local yupsters gorging on raw squid made Aganon’s raunchy 
vignettes seem all the more hilarious. Although his latest German Expressionist-flavored 
paintings are swathed in the same lurid, hothouse-fluorescent hues as the “‘Hollywood 
Legends,”’ the irrascible humor of the earlier paintings has become tempered in the new 
work by a generally darker vision. 

Compared to ‘‘Hollywood’’’s bawdy soirees, a painting like My Bicycle 
seems downright somber. Here the artist pedals his two-wheeler down a deserted thorough- 
fare in the dead of night — a ghost street “too dead for dreaming,’’ as Bob Dylan once 
wrote. Not only does an eerie silence hang over the barren scene, Aganon makes the 
resulting sense of forboding all the more palpable by employing a ‘“‘warped”’ perspective 
system, whereby everything appears unstable and vertiginous, apparently capable of 
collapsing at any moment. 

Selections of Ayanon’s recent 
paintings are on view alongside old 
favorites from the ‘‘Hollywood 
Legends” series through April 30th 
at the Albion (3139 16th St., SF). 
While the Mission District night- 
club might not exactly recall the 
decadent milieu of 1920s Berlin (the 
ideal backdrop for Aganon’s 
paintings), this raucous, dimly lit 
night spot is still a most conducive 
setting for Aganon’s unique brand 
of expressionism. Although it 
would be ludicrous for something 
like Mary Cassat’s syrupy cherubs, 
the electric atmosphere inside the 
Albion — a steady stream of rabble- 
rousers, ear-shattering punk rock 
and the requisite pair of ruffians 
shooting pool in the back — helps 
Aganon’s paintings acquire an even 
grittier edge.

MOMENT in the 1948 

film The Treasure of the 

Sierra Madre brought us 

one of Hollywood’s 

most resilient ethnic 
stereotypes. Humphrey Bogart is in the 
desert standing guard over a hoard of 
gold when a band of leering, rifle- 
toting Mexicans rides up. They claim to 
be policemen but Bogart is dubious. He 
asks the leader, played by Alfonso 
Bedoya, to show him some identifica- 
tion. ‘“‘Badges?’’ howls the outraged 
Bedoya. ‘‘Badges? I don’t have to 
show you no stinking badges!’’ 

That cry of defiance has shown up on 
T-shirts and buttons. It inspired years 
of ethnocentric Frito Bandito-type 
commercials starring burly, sombrero- 
topped Latino actors. And it emerges 
again in the title and text of J Don’t 
Have to Show You No Stinking Bad- 
ges, acomedy by Luis Valdez now on 
view at the Marines Memorial Theatre. 

Stinking Badges appropriates 
Bedoya’s famous line for more subver- 
sive purposes than selling corn chips. In 
this combination TV sitcom spoof, ac- 
tion-thriller parody, generation-gap 
drama and protest play, Valdez at- 
tempts to decode media cliches about 
Latinos by burrowing right through 
them and out the other end. But the 


script gets stuck midway. It’s not 
pointedly funny enough to hit satirical 
paydirt, nor serious enough to stir your 
soul. What it does offer is some of the 
vitality inherent in all of Valdez’s work, 
from his early Delano actos for El 
Teatro Campesino to his recent hit 
movie, La Bamba. 

After an overture of old TV theme 
songs, a video replay of Alfonso 
Bedoya’s moment of glory and a 
hocus-pocus dream sequence, Stinkin’ 
Badges plunks us down into sitcom 
land. The setting (nicely conjured by 
designer Joe Cardinalli) is the middle- 
class suburban L.A. home of Buddy 
and Connie Villa (Mike Moroff and 
Alma Martinez). The Villas are 
Chicano bit actors who play a lot of 
small cliche roles in big Hollywood 
movies. Connie specializes in chirpy 
maids and madams; Buddy does leer- 
ing, not-too-bright heavies. They 
behave buffoonishly offscreen too, as 
if typecasting had infected their 
psyches. That may be the point of the 
tiresome first act, with its emphasis on 
broad mugging and jokey marital 
bickering. 

The cross-generational conflict kicks 
in when Sonny (Kinan Valdez), the 
Villas’ teenaged son, shows up unex- 
pectedly. In the grip of a major identity 
crisis, Sonny is dropping out of Har- 
vard pre-med and aiming for a new 
career as an actor and movie director. 
To blow his parents’ mind further, he 
brings home his paramour Anita 
(Marion Yue), a motor-mouthed 
Japanese-American dancer ten years 
his senior. 

The initial confrontation between 
the striving Villas and their rebellious 
son yields the funniest, most insightful 
scene in the play. When Sonny says he 
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left Harvard because of burn-out, his 
father retorts, ‘‘Look at the Boat Peo- 
ple — they’re not burning out! They’re 
going like a Zippo lighter!’”” And to 
Sonny’s ambition to act, his father 
responds, “‘I feel like Marlon Brando in 
The Godfather when Al Pacino decides 
to join the Mob.” 

It seems that Sonny is going into 
show biz mostly to ‘‘vindicate’’ his 
parents’ demeaning careers playing 
“bandits, winos and wetbacks.’’ But 
once that agenda is out on the table, the 
plot starts flailing around in an identity 
crisis of its own. 

The Villas magically drop their ob- 
jection to their son’s plans, and act in 
his home video about Latino stereo- 
types. Then Sonny transforms, with no 
warning, into a tough “‘home boy”’ and 
burglar, and delivers an anguished 
monologue about the pressures of be- 
ing a Chicano at Harvard. Just when 
the melodramatics crank up, we switch 
to film parody land, where nothing is 
taken seriously. Borrowed bits from 
Rebel Without a Cause and Close En- 
counters of the Third Kind pop up like 
jokes in an Arsenio Hall monologue, 
along with allusions to The Green Beret 
and The Deer Hunter. Off its bearings, 
estranged from its characters, the play 
could end anywhere and it does. A 
spaceship literally comes out of the blue 
to airlift Sonny and Anita away. 

There’s no other way to put it: struc- 
turally, Stinking Badges is a real mess. 
Sitcom parodies only work when 
they’re funnier than the real thing. 
Here too many jokes misfire, while too 
many more serious insights about mid- 
dle-class Chicano guilt, World War II 
Japanese internment camps, ethnic 
cliches and children accepting their 
parents’ foibles get lost in the comic 
mangle. A very spirited cast, led by 
Luis Valdez’s appealing 17-year-old son 
Kinan, tries hard to make it all add up 
to something, and you can’t blame 
them when it doesn’t. They do manage 
to keep things lively by investing their 
roles with more passion (and volume) 
than seems possible — or, at times, 
merited. 

Valdez has been tinkering with the 
script for J Don’t Have to Show You 
No Stinking Badges for years now. 
(The first version of the script 
premiered in 1968, at a theater in Los 
Angeles.) The questions he raises here 
are clearly worth exploring and he’s a 
likely candidate to do it — but not, it 
would appear, in this format. 

A show across town at the Asian 
American Theatre Company tackles 
some similar concerns in a vastly 
scaled-down style. /’m On a Mission 
from Buddah is a grab-bag of skits and 
stand-up routines, written and per- 
formed by Lane Nishikawa. An attrac- 
tive and forceful actor with a resonant 
voice and a nice sense of ease on stage, 
Nishikawa delivers 18 bits in all, many 
of them short, punchy and perceptive. 

In some instances, he just lets the au- 
dience in on what’s on his mind. He 
kvetches humorously about how tough 
it is to make a living as a stage actor, 
and the difficulties of finding roles in 
Hollywood when you’re Asian Ameri- 
can. He pays homage to a childhood 
hero, film warrior Toshiro Mifune. He 
makes pithy observations about anti- 
Japan sentiment in the U.S., and slyly 
points out some of the cultural distinc- 
tions between Japanese, Japanese- 
Americans and Hawaiians. 

The skits are the longest items on the 
bill, and the most ambitious. They 
range from a very clever portrait of a 
guy conjuring up images of Asian su- 
perheroes to get through a tense en- 
counter in a singles bar, to asincere but 
overly manipulative speech by a patri- 
otic Japanese-American veteran of 
World War II. 

Nishikawa’s material does miss from 
time to time, and some of his more terse 
observations come off as throwaways. 
But in a relaxed and generally un- 
pretentious way, he gets you thinking. 
And laughing. ff

Chinese philosopher Peter Wang knocks down more great walls 


THE LASERMAN. Directed by Peter 
Wang. At the Kabuki, SF.

IMES ARE still changing. 

If everyone stuck to their 

own kind, as instructed in 

West Side Story, The 

Laserman couldn’t exist. 
The Romeos and Juliets in Peter 
Wang’s new cross-cultural comedy are 
complex enough to make a genealogi- 
cal computer program blow some cir- 
cuits. 

The Laserman has a nominal story 
about police work and a murder plot, 
but that’s just the peg on which Wang 
hangs his wry social commentary. The 
writer-director stars as Lieutenant Lu 
— actually Captain Lu, but he’s nar- 
rating the story of how he got his pro- 
motion — of the NYPD. Obsessed with 
his Shanghai roots, Lu occasionally 
flips out like Inspector Clouseau, but is 
generally in control, solving cases with 
amixture of luck, work and Chinatown 
connections — or what he calls, ‘“‘The 
right combination of Western technol- 
ogy and Oriental philosophy.”’ 

Other characters include Ruth Weiss 
(Joan Copeland), who ‘‘believes she 
has a Chinese soul trapped in a Jewish 
body,’”’ and subjects dinner guests to 
such delicacies as matzoh ball soup 
with soy sauce. Whatever the race of 
her soul, she has an all-American 
daughter, Martha (Neva Small), and an 
all-Asian American son, Arthur (Marc 
Hayashi). The only explanation given 
for Arthur’s racial makeup is, ‘‘When 
you have a Jewish mother, anything is 
possible.”’ 

Arthur’s best friend Joey (Tony 
Leung) is also his brother-in-law. In the 
course of the story Joey has an affair 
with Susu (Sally Yeh) — ‘“‘the first 
Chinese I’ve ever made love to’? — 
who’s here on a temporary visa, work- 


ing ina 43rd Street whorehouse. Joey is 
“a small-time Chinatown wheeler- 
dealer, always looking to make the big 
deal.’’ Arthur, who is divorced but 
stays as close as the court allows to his 
son Jimmy (David Shoichi Chan), is 
the ‘‘laserman’’ of the title — a scien- 
tist, not a superhero. After shooting a 
laser into his own eyeball, he has less 
success repeating the experiment on his 
assistant. The court declares the result- 
ing death an accident, but Arthur has 
trouble finding another job. Until, that 
is, the mysterious Hanson (George 
Bartenieff) hires him to continue his 
research. 

Being ‘‘a well-intentioned, peace- 
loving scientist,’”’ Arthur asks no ques- 
tions about what his work will result in. 
By the time he realizes the laser weapon 
he designed will be used for murder, it’s 
too late to back out. Besides, he has 
other problems. The woman he’s dat- 
ing (Maryann Urbano, a slightly pret- 
tier version of Sandra Bernhard) would 
rather meditate than have sex. A 
number of loose ends are left dangling 
after the action climax and happy end- 
ing, but it’s the details along the way 
that are important, and while the film is 
uneven, Wang packs it with enough 
shrewd and/or bizarre observations 
about our melting-pot society to make 
it enjoyable. 

“Confucius says, ‘I have not seen 
one who loved virtue as much as he 
loves sex.’ ’’ Peter Wang swears that 
quote from The Laserman is accurate: 
“Confucius said some pretty funny 
things.’’ Once he gets started discussing 
sex, Wang finds it hard to stop. ‘“‘The 
Chinese don’t enjoy sex,’’ the Beijing- 
born filmmaker deduces from their 
birth rate. “When you have a good sex 
life, you don’t produce children.’ 
Wang was the last of seven, whose 
father, he says, ‘‘always talked about 
having an affair with the woman next 
door, but never acted on it.’’ 

While no Jews have been offended 
so far by the line in The Laserman, 


“With a Jewish mother, anything is 
possible,’” Wang says an elderly 
Chinese academic told him he should 
remove it: ‘‘How would you feel if they 
said that about our mothers?” 

“TI wouldn’t mind,’’ he responds 
now. ‘I found out later my mother 
lived with a man before she met my 
father, and she was a lesbian for a 
while. I respect her; it couldn’t have 
been easy doingall that in that time and 
place.” 

Wang’s three feature films are told 
from a man’s point of view. Only one 
of the three principal women in The 
Laserman is Asian. ‘‘I try to avoid talk- 
ing about Asian women in any kind of 
depth,’’ Wang admits. ‘‘I encourage 
them to talk about themselves. My 
point of view is not important and may 
be offensive.” 

It was a woman who got Wang to 
leave the Bay Area in 1980, which is 


why he’s headquartered in New York 
today. His then-wife Shirley Sun had a 
job opportunity in Washington, D.C., 
and he moved east with her, taking a 
teaching post at a Virginia university. 
“Three years later we were divorced 
anyway,” he points out with his usual 


-irony. 


Yet in 1984 Sun produced and co- 
wrote Wang’s first feature, A Great 
Wall, which he filmed largely in Bei- 
jing. He had been back there, he says, 
in the early ’70s, and again in 1979 
when he directed an episode of the PBS 
Cities of China series. ‘‘They were very 
nervous about cameras then,”’ he says. 
‘They sent a guy around with us to tell 
us where we could go and where we 
couldn’t.’’ Things had loosened up by 
1984, he adds, and he thinks Americans 
should go to China now, in spite of re- 
cent events. ‘‘Forget about this moral 
shit!’’ he says. ‘‘It encourages peo- 
ple to see foreigners.”’ 

The events at Tiananmen Square 
didn’t surprise Wang. He speculates 
that they stem from an old Chinese 
tradition, ‘‘To sacrifice the young to 
save the old.’’ Although he was too 
young to go, he remembers as a child 
when ‘‘Chiang Kai-shek’s army re- 
cruited 100,000 college students to die 
for their country....”” 

“They say in China, ‘The parents are 
always right.’ I know that’s wrong, 
especially now that I’m a father.”’ His 
own father was wrong when Wang was 
18 and wanted to be an actor. Because 
actors were ranked socially with pimps 
and prostitutes, his father made Wang 
go to Taiwan University and study elec- 
trical engineering. 

From there he went to the University 
of Pennsylvania to complete a doc- 
torate in electro-optics (laser tech- 
nology). He was involved at the time in 
protesting U.S. involvement in Viet- 
nam, but he was slow to connect that 
with the military-financed research he 
was doing at school. 

Wang says that The Laserman, the 
story of a naive laser scientist who 
doesn’t consider the use the weapon he 
is developing, will be put to the ‘‘ex- 
ploitation of my own guilt feeling.” 
Although Hayashi’s character is able to 
turn around and help solve the murder, 
and Wang was able to look at his ex- 
periences satirically through this movie 
some 15 years later, the filmmaker 
doesn’t pretend to have the answer to 
the dilemma of a scientist’s moral 
responsibility. “‘After a certain age you 
don’t draw conclusions anymore,’’ he 
says. 

Leaving research and turning to 
teaching, Wang joined the faculty of 
the College of San Mateo. In 1973 he 
was a founding member of Asian Liv- 
ing Theatre in Berkeley, where for five 
years, he says, ‘“‘We did mostly bi- 
lingual plays for first-generation Asian 
immigrants.’’ A few months earlier, 
Hayashi had helped start San Fran- 





cisco’s Asian American Theatre Com- 
pany, whose audience was made up 
largely of more assimilated people of 
Asian descent, but has since crossed 
over to include the general population. 

New York, where The Laserman is 
set, has an ethnic diversity to rival San 
Francisco’s, but the groups don’t get 
along as well as they do here. Wang is 
optimistic. ‘‘If you put two people ina 
room and they hate each other, want to 
cut each other’s throat, that’s a good 
beginning. At least they recognize each 
other’s existence.” 

The next step, he believes, is for them 
to retain their ethnic identities, but 
learn to live together. As long as new 
immigrants come into this country, it 
will never truly be a ‘‘melting pot.’” 
“‘There has to be a lot of intermar- 
riage’’ for the individual ethnic iden- 
tities to be lost, Wang says. For exam- 
ple, ‘‘An ancient Jewish tribe migrated 
to China and disappeared after a thou- 
sand years.”’ 

In America, he speculates, ““Two 
different ethnic groups can’t entirely 
meld. They can stay in one room to- 
gether, but each will have its own cor- 
ner.’’ Still, he thinks, they can learn to 
live together and to understand each 
other. 

After The Laserman, Wang dug fur- 
ther into his own past to make First 
Date, ateenage coming-of-age story set 
in Taiwan in the 1950s. Shown at the 
Mill Valley Film Festival last fall, it’s set 
to screen at San Francisco’s Kabuki 
Theatre on March 28th at 7:30 pm as 
the final event of a four-Wednesday 
Asian American International Film 
Showcase. Call 863-0814 for series in- 
formation. 

Wang expects First Date to be back 
for a theatrical run, although he admits 
the subtitles and ethnic specificity will 
keep it from reaching as large an au- 
dience as he hopes The Laserman will. 
He’s working on two more projects: 
another ‘‘cross-cultural comedy,”’ for 
which financing is available, and a 
futuristic satire, Killing of a Pink Pig, 
which he’s more anxious to make but 
hasn’t found backing for. It’s his 
“dream project,’’ and deals with a 
media of the future that makes it more 
difficult to tell reality from fantasy. 

Whether literally or figuratively, 
Peter Wang seems destined to put a 
part of himself into every film he 
makes. He doesn’t consider his poten- 
tial audience while he’s working; ‘‘I’m 
too bogged down in the whole thing to 
think about who will be attracted to 
it....I would like to make a film like 
The Wizard of Oz that nobody could 
hate.”’ 

The world would be a better place if 
the number of people who saw Batman 
had seen A Great Wall instead. Wang 
shrugs. We both know he’Il never make 
the necessary compromises, and we 
both know his kind of integrity is more 
important than popularity. =

Lord of the Flies 

Or, the Amerieanization of a 
memorable 1963 British film 
that director Harry Hook 
doesn't realize works only 
when based on Brit tradition. 
Instead, his updated version 
has 24 8-13-year-old American 
schoolboys and their wounded 
pilot stranded on an island 
after their plane crashes in the 
sea. Young Balthazar Getty 
emerges as a natural leader 
who embodies civilized values 
and sets up rules for the 


group's survival. But all too 
soon — and with far too little 
motivation — his onetime 
friend Chris Furrh forms a 
back-to-savage-nature rival 
faction. One by one Getty's 
supporters defect until he’s 
left with only faithful, rotund, 
short-sighted Danuel Pipoly to 
support him as Furrh’s 
followers become more and 
more barbaric. But although 
the cast of unknowns is good, 
Hook's version lacks both the 
implacable, slow buildup of 
horror and the poignancy of its 
predecessor that made the 
based-on-Sir-William-Golding's- 
award-winning-novel movie a 
British classic. (Presidio, SF; 
UA, Berk.) 


The Laserman 

Described as ‘‘an 
intercultural, high-tech action 
comedy,’ Peter Wang's 
movie has loads of style but 
practically short-circuits on 
substance. Add to that 


writer/producer/director 
Wang's continual presence in 
the film as a not-so-couth 
sleuth, and you understand 
why nobody seems to be 
minding the store as Chinese 
American scientist Marc 
Hayashi accidentally really 
burns up his assistant in a 
laser beam experiment. That 
makes him unemployable 
except by the mysterious 
George Bartenieff. The 
mission implausible plot is 
peopled with odd characters 
such as Joan Copeland, 
Hayashi's Jewish mother who 
believes her soul is Chinese, 
Hayashi’s unlkely girlfriend 
Maryann Urbano and best 
friend/hustler Tony Ka-Fei 
Laung. But, Copeland aside, 
they're all so sketchily drawn 
their humor falls flat, and 
some of the dialogue could 
have been written on a food 
processor. Nice laser beam 
shots though, even if they're 
not enough to beam up your 
full attention.

HEN I first saw Della 

Davidson’s Angels 

and Clay at the 

Hungry Hearts Ser- 

ies a year ago, I could 
not relate to it; now I wonder what 
must have been wrong with my eyesight 
to have missed the charm of 
Davidson’s fluid manipulation of what 
could have been melodramatic mater- 
ial. I still cringe at those fluttering 
hands that finally come to rest over the 
heart and those airborne bodies on 
trapezes pedaling through the air like 
apprentice angels — they come too 
close to straddling the obvious and sen- 
timental. But what I missed the first 
time around was a wry sense of humor 


that allows Davidson to look rather 
wistfully at the vagaries of the human 
heart. 

The latest version of Angels was per- 
formed at the Bay Area Dance Series by 
three couples (newcomers Wendy Dia- 
mond, Mark Haase, Maggie Manetti, 
Bob Martinez and veterans Tracy 
Rhoades and Jane Schnorrenberg) who 
explore their relationships in such basic 
movements as leaning on each other, 
walking together and carrying one 
another. The walking evolved into runs 
and leaps, the leaning into pushes and 
falls and the lifts into rolling waves of 
weight transfers that looked like slowed 
down motion studies. Roller coaster 
moods .seemed to energize these 
dancers, whose blade-like arms would 
slash the space like rotating propellers 
one moment, only to gently cup the 
face of a partner or retract a silent shout 
with a furtive hand the next. 

Tracy Rhoades, tender and almost 
child-like, danced and sang a lovely lit- 
tle lullaby, in which nonsense syllables 
and snippets of English intermingled as 
his long and sinuous arms cradled and 


enfolded a very compact Jane Schnor- 
renberg. The groping and grabbing by 
the new angels, Mark Haase and Mag- 
gie Manetti, was appealingly tentative, 
striking a note of high humor when 
they stretched out on top of each other 
to turn for a moment into an airplane 
propeller. 

The same kind of witty puns suffused 
Davidson’s premiere, Nadine and the 
Pleasure Company, a modern 
woman’s lighthearted plunge into a 
puddle of narrative dance. Nadine 
looked somewhat like a take-off on 
teen movies or MTV in which every- 
thing is fake: the sexy-looking bodies, 
the pseudo-plot, the specious anxieties. 
The dancers behaved like jerky string 
puppets as they took turns at the 
microphones to narrate and to 
underline or contradict in sign- 
language the adventures of Nadine, her 
guests and some mysterious intruders. 

It was a wonderful premise, realized 
on a stage that looked like a set about to 
be moved: red walls cut off at the top, a 
naked window looking onto sunny 
nothingness and overstuffed, wrapped 
and tied furniture. A marvelous touch 
were the non-participating dancers 
who languidly watched the big ‘‘pro- 
duction numbers’’ from the sidelines; 
they could have come out of a high- 
school yearbook, a ballroom dancing 
competition, even a Petipa ballet. 

Nadine was meant to be a fun and 
pleasurable way of examining more 
serious issues — such as gender roles — 
but the performance I saw was plagued 
by microphone difficulties that made it 
difficult to follow the narrative se- 
quences. Maybe this was the reason 
that the humor at times looked rather 
puerile and the dancing — full-bodied 
and energetic as these mating rituals, 
party games and social dances were — 
not as profiled as one could wish for. 

High-energy dancing of a very dif- 
ferent kind was showcased by the Mur- 
ray Louis Dance Company, who ap- 
peared with The Dave Brubeck Quartet 
at Mills College. The large and ap- 
preciative crowd, seemingly made up 
of current and former Mills students, 
plus some old-time jazz aficionados, 
was treated to a splendid program of 
suave performing and intelligently put- 
together music and dance. Nothing 
revolutionary, just musicians who still 
love what they have been doing for a 
long time and who have teamed up with 
a group of dancers who are less then 
half their age. It created a special kind 
of chemistry that transferred itself easi- 
ly to the audience and seemed to in- 
vigorate both age groups. 

Murray Louis, who with his friend 
and partner, Alwin Nikolais, devel- 
oped a very sculptural approach to 
dance in the Sixties, in his own troupe 
has assembled a group of nine spec- 
tacularly trained dancers who smilingly 
ate up space at hair-raising speeds. Ex- 
cept for one number, the lyrical and in- 
timate Koto Song, the dancing em- 
phasized bravura virtuosity. Sharp at- 
tacks, precisely cut leaps, splits in the 
air and over other bodies, quick- 
handed partnering, in wave after wave 
of split-second timing, these dancers 
seemed out to astound the audience 
with ever more daring feats. It was dan- 
cing that remained very much on the 
surface, but also was athletically ex- 
hilarating. 

Nikolais’ contribution to the pro- 
gram was Ten Legs, a delightful exam- 
ple of the way this master shifts and ac- 
cumulates bodies into kaleidoscopic 
designs: sequential leg lifts trans- 
formed a circle of bodies into flower 
petals; a take-off on the lambada turned 
them into a waddling centipede and 
finally into a fan-like pile of limbs in 
which the angled legs good-humoredly 
winked at the audience. It was an even- 
ing of relaxed enjoyment, made special 
because it’s rare these days for musi- 
cians and dancers to be so up front with 
the fact that the reason they’re in the 
business is to give pleasure to the au- 
dience. |

SPIRITUAL SYNTHESIS 


Artists explore the integration of African and Western culture

HAPING THE Spirit,” a 

mixed-media exhibit cur- 

rently on view at Capp 

Street Project’s Experi- 

mental Projects Gallery, 
brings together the work of three black 
artists — installation artists Charles 
Abramson and Senga Nengundi and 
painter James Phillips — in an explora- 
tion of the influence of African cultures 
on contemporary American and Euro- 
pean abstract art forms. 

These three artists have been close 
friends since their days in New York in 
the early ’70s (Abramson, who died 
two years ago, was once a student of 
Phillips), and this friendship suffuses 
the exhibit. Although the pieces here 
differ considerably in style and intent, 
they acknowledge and refer to one 
another. In Capp Street’s small, 
upstairs gallery space, Abramson’s 
brooding mysticism, Nengundi’s for- 
mal play on light and air and Phillips’s 
bright geometric blocks of color com- 
plement each other and unify the ex- 
hibit. 

African art strongly influenced 
European art early in this century, pro- 
ducing a profound effect on, Picasso 
and Matisse, among others. But where 
European artists drew inspiration from 
African motifs to create a distinctly 
European art — leaving the African 
motifs submerged — the three artists in 
“Shaping the Spirit’ strive for a 
balance between their African and 
American cultural heritages. 

Abramson’s large-scale installation, 
The Bending of Osanyin, nearly fills 
the gallery and, because of its size and 
energy, dominates the exhibit. Shaped 
like a tree, the piece consists of large, 
overlapping sheets of heavy paper that 
are painted black and affixed to the 
supporting beam at the center of the 
gallery, winding up to the ceiling and 





spreading out like smouldering foliage 
on the rear wall. It stands like a spiritual 
family tree at the center of the exhibit. 
Interspersed throughout the ‘‘foliage’’ 
are photocopies of family photographs 
and arecurring photocopied portrait of 
Abramson, as well as animal images 
and West African fetish objects, such 
as a red-feathered head-dress and a 
mask. Mounds of dirt, or veves, used in 
voodoo ritual, are piled at the base of 
the installation and sprinkled in a zig- 
zag pattern with gold glitter. 

The piece was assembled for this ex- 
hibit by New York sculptor Jorge 
Rodriguez, who collaborated with 
Abramson before his death. His mark 
on the piece includes 43 Roman 
Catholic votive candles ritually ar- 
ranged in the dirt at the base of the 
installation — one for each year of 
Abramson’s life. 

Abramson’s sombre installation ex- 
presses his restless spiritual longing. In 
1980, he adopted the polytheistic 
Yoruba religion, which is practiced in 
West Africa, and he was eventually or- 
dained as a Yoruba priest (while living 
in New York). His religious beliefs in- 
form his work; The Bending of Osa- 
nyin, named for the Yoruba god of 
medicine, blends West African, Carib- 
bean and Christian iconography. 

Where Abramson probes the soul, 
Phillips delights in form. He’s taken 
the grid motif that’s prominent in the 
abstract paintings of Western artists 
(like Paul Klee and Piet Mondrian) and 
incorporated into it a series of West 
African textile patterns — zig-zag 
blocks of repetitive primary colors. The 
vertical zig-zag configuration, or ashe, 
comes from the Yoruba symbol of im- 
mortality. 

The syncopated lines and clashing 
reds, blues and yellows in the paintings 
suggest the rhythms and freedom of 
jazz, but despite all this energy, there is 
a contemplative stillness to the work 


that alludes to an Asian influence. 
Phillips achieves this by purposely put- 
ting everything slightly off center, a 
technique he picked up while studying 
painting in Japan in the early ’70s. 

Unlike Phillips’s and Abramson’s 
work, Nengundi’s installation, entitled 
@AAGAAB _, has no obvious ref- 
erences to African cultures. The influ- 
ence is subtle, and in this piece it’s ex- 
pressed by Nengundi’s use of ‘‘found’’ 
objects, which for her is a “‘Third 
World’”’ approach to artmaking — 
“making do with what’s at hand,”’ she 
says; ‘‘not only making do, but making 
it glorious.’ She created this site- 
specific installation using everyday 
household items. It’s constructed 
around the gallery’s two skylights: The 
alcove of one is painted sky blue, the 
other filled with energetic, swirling 
stars. The surrounding ceiling is 
covered with hanging pieces of cor- 
rugated white tissue paper and pink, 
white and gray pieces of styrofoam 

_packing are spread like sea foam on the 
floor below. Partially concealed in the 
foam, sparkling like glass on a beach, 
are upended water glasses. The styro- 
foam wave just touches the gilded earth 
of Abramson’s piece, and in doing so, 
exerts acalming influence on Osanyin’s 
uneasy energy. 

The American synthesis of African 
and Western motifs that’s found 
throughout these paintings and in- 
stallations corresponds to the 
emergence of a similar contemporary, 
multi-cultural blend developing in 
Africa. These three artists have been 
widely exhibited on the East Coast and 
in the South, but seldom in California, 
so an exhibit of this caliber is heartily 
welcomed. a 

“Shaping the Spirit’’ runs through 
March 3l1st. Gallery hours are 
Tues.-Sat., noon-5 pm.

RICKIE LEE’S RETURN 


Fans flock to hear the cool white girl sing the blues 


RICKIE LEE JONES. At Slim's, SF.

ince her spectacular debut in 
1979, Rickie Lee Jones has 
been a blur on the pop music 
scene. Her first, self-titled 
album, with its hit song, 
“Chuck E.’s in Love,”’ presented her 
as the feminine, L.A.-pop alternative 
to Tom Waits and earned the stylized 
blond bohemian a Best New Artist 
Grammy. During the subsequent de- 


cade, Jones has had enough ups and 
downs that virtually every album and 
tour is considered some sort of come- 
back. Last week, she played three 
sold-out shows in two nights at Slim’s, 
kicking off what she called her ‘‘il- 
lustrious saloon tour.’’ Following close 
on the release of Jones’s latest LP, Fiy- 
ing Cowboys, the Slim’s shows were 
her first concerts in more than five 
years, presumably warming her up for 
a summer tour in larger halls and am- 
phitheaters. 

The good news is that the 35-year-old 
singer/songwriter was radiant, 
healthy, full-voiced and exuberant. 


Her 80-minute set glided by in what 
seemed like half the time. Nearly 550 
people packed the sweltering club for 
the first show and it felt like most of 
them were jammed up to the lip of the 
stage. Jones beamed a big, pearly over- 
bite at her fans and appeared genuinely 
moved by their affection. 

The down side is that Jones’ winning 
ways are still counterbalanced by cer- 
tain musical limitations. As a tune- 
smith, Jones has hardly penned enough 
memorable riffs and melodies to fill an 
empty cigarette pack. ‘‘Chuck E.’s in 
Love,’’ ‘‘Danny’s All-Star Joint’’ and 
““We Belong Together”’ are the obvious 


exceptions. One could argue that, given 
her singing style, melodies are beside 
the point. More than any pop singer 
since Anthony Newley, Jones has 
perfected the art of the slur, in which 
syllables, words and notes run together 
with no discernible borders. Her sing- 
ing is one big watercolor painting. 
And with her current six-piece band, 
Jones is starting with a blank canvas. 
Although competent in a bland, Steely 
Dan kind of way, the male aggregation 
on guitars, keyboards, drums and per- 
cussion (and occasional trumpet, har- 
monica and background vocals) did lit- 
tle more than lay down generic grooves 


and atmospherics for Jones’ rampant 
emoting. If she needed delicate textures 
for the opener, ‘Rodeo Girl,”’ a 
pseudo-Caribbean lilt for ‘‘Ghetto of 
My Mind,”’ semi-acoustic folk-jazz for 
“Last Chance Texaco’’ or snappy 
funk-pop for ‘‘Chuck E.,’’ the band 
supplied it with equanimity — much 
like Walter Becker’s slick production 
on Flying Cowboys. 

But at least Jones paints from a large 
emotional palette. For 15 songs she 
splashed on the colors, swooping high 
and low, wrenching her voice into pas- 
sionate wails. Much of the material was 
taken from the new album, and most of 
the words were lost in Jones’ barfly 
elocution. Within one song she would 
shift from wide-eyed, woman-child in- 
nocence to pained, almost blubbery 
sobs. She invested nearly every song 
with such borderline maniacal intensity 
that you never knew if she was about to 
fall apart or burst into laughter. In the 
way that she smeared her words and 
music, Jones also blurred the distinc- 
tion between performance and real life 
just enough to command constant at- 
tention. But she came out of every song 
smiling. 

“*You’re very patient with me,”’ she 
said at one point, “‘thank you very 
much.’’ The comment sounded gratui- 
tous given the crowd’s unqualified 
adoration, but perhaps Jones knows 
that much of her appeal is the ap- 
pearance of unmitigated self-in- 
dulgence; the audience loves to see her 
wallow. Maybe she feels just a bit un- 
comfortable with that now that she has 
married, settled down, shaken off 
some of her demons and crafted the 
vulnerability into her act. But fans 
flock to hear the cool white girl sing the 
blues, and even though Jones couldn’t 
hold back the joy of doing well, she 
kept up the act of a woman on the verge 
of breaking down. Her version of the 
old Gerry and the Pacemakers hit, 
“Don’t Let the Sun Catch You 
Crying,’’ and her lugubrious encore of 
“Autumn Leaves’’ supplied as much 
sloppy sentimentality as a double bill of 
Ordinary People and Terms of Endear- 
ment. 

And somehow, Jones made it work, 
probably because her real message, 
summed up in the upbeat closer ‘‘Love 
Is Gonna Bring Us Back Alive,’’ was 
not one of floundering in melodrama 
but rather of mustering the personal 
resources to keep on going. Her grin 
may have told the story better than her 
music. | 





Bob Franke. 
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Bob Franke, Brief Histories 
(Flying Fish) 

Bob Franke’s reputation in contemporary 
folk music circles is far greater than 
you'd expect from his meager recorded 
output and his infrequent tours away 
from his Massachusetts home. But such 
songs:as ‘‘Hard Love”’ and ‘‘The Great 
Storm is Over’’ have been taken up by 
Claudia Schmidt and John McCutcheon 
and have burrowed their way into the 
hearts of countless listeners. Franke's 
second Flying Fish LP reflects his 
abiding concern for the meaning of 
community, from the 17th century to the 
present. He explores both the brighter 
side of human association (‘‘A Visit to 34 
Essex Street'') and the darker 
implications of common bonds grown 
twisted: ''| But A Little Girl"' is a chilling 
evocation of the Salem witch trials, ard 
“Nectar of Life’ is written from the 
perspective of a nursing home resident 
All his songs are rooted in compassion 
and a belief in the resilience of the 
human spirit. A fine guitar picker, Franke 
sings in a clear, resonant voice 
(sometimes like a deeper version of the 
late Tim Buckley's), and his 
accompaniment — various 
combinations of guitar, bass, percussion 
accordion, mandolin, keyboard, 
pennywhistle, cello — is finely crafted to 
accent the mood of each song. One 
needn't share Franke’s low-key 
religiosity to be gently nudged into 
listening for a universal inspiration that 
he describes so memorably as “A Still, 


Small Voice."’ Bob Franke appears

J.J. Cale, Travel-log 
(Silvertone/RCA) 

The mystique of J.J. Cale colors his 
music with all the hues needed to 
complement his cult reputation. You can 
imagine the legendary recluse holed up 
in his vintage Airstream trailer 
somewhere in the smoggy suburban 
southland, plucking his guitars and 
writing eccentric little songs, emerging 
only every five or six years to put them 
down on tape. Travel-log fits right into 
the Cale catalog (most of which is out of 
print), as it rolls through 14 sultry songs, 
each about three minutes long, and 
leaves the listener hankering for more of 
J.J.’s singular guitar stylings. Cale, who 
recently bedazzled packed houses at the 
Great American Music Hall and the 
Sweetwater, plays a sort of sloe-gin 
version of the blues, shuffling along with 
a slowly throbbing momentum and 
squeezing out subtle tones that have 
indelibly influenced Eric Clapton and 
Mark Knopfler. His general approach has 
varied little over the years and yet 
remains just as seductive as when he 
first recorded ‘Crazy Mama,”’ ‘‘After 
Midnight,”’ ‘Magnolia’ and “Cocaine.” 
And Travel-log takes him through 
““Shanghaid,"’ ‘‘New Orleans" and 
“Tijuana,"’ with layovers at various 
romantic outposts. Each track sounds 
like a casually recorded, quickly mixed 
first-take, with the band — including 
bassist Tim Drummond, drummers Jim 





Karstein and Jim Keltner, keyboardist 
Spooner Oldham and guitarist/vocalist 
Christine Lakeland — cruising along 
effortlessly and Cale singing in his 
mellow half-whisper and snapping off all- 
too-short electric, acoustic and slide 
guitar solos; understated brilliance all the 
way 


Paul Shaffer, Coast to Coast 
(Capitol) 

This self-indulgent album has been around 
for a few months now, but the recent 
eighth anniversary show of Late Night 
with David Letterman was a reminder of 
what excesses are granted to those with 
privileged positions. Giving new meaning 
to the notion of a vanity project, Shaffer 
manages to make dozens of his ‘favorite 
friends” and lifelong heroes sound like ap- 
pendages to the least dangerous band in 
show business. Paul is either an ex- 
ceptionally nice guy or was handed an ex- 
ceptionally large budget, but somehow he 
recruited Carole King, Ellie Greenwich, 
Dion, Fresh Prince, Allen Toussaint, Ben 
E. King, Bobby Womack, Wilson Pickett, 
Don Covay, Brian Wilson (with Dr 
Eugene Landy close by), Buddy Guy, 
Koko Taylor, Valerie Simpson, George 
Clinton, Eric Burdon and many others in- 
to this inconsequential tribute to the great 
“musical centers of the U.S.A.” Shaffer 
may have had the time of his life playing 
keyboards alongside his ‘‘favorite men- 
tors,”’ a few of whom deliver spirited per- 
formances in the synthetic setting, but 
Coast to Coast should wind up in the cut- 
out bins sleeve-to-sleeve with those 
Blues Brothers “‘classics."’

personal, “‘home’’-style movies 
that gave-me a living picture of 
Frank the man, who had reached a 
plateau of ‘‘success’’ with his 


_ photography, but, unsatisfied, was 


still searching, still trying to grasp 
what this big thing ‘‘Life’’ is about, 
while in the meantime, the world — 
continues its twisting and turning all 


around him, 


_ An honest Joe, Frank makes the 
Kind of images, both moving and 
still, that are a great tribute to every- 
day life — day-to-day sights, 


| sounds, touches, smells and feel- 


ings, all going up and down, up and 
down. “I’m always looking out- 
side, trying to look inside, trying to 
tell something that’s true,’’ says 
Frank in his 1985 video, Home Jm- 
provements. ‘But maybe nothing is 
really true except what’s out there.

Frank pretty much stopped doing 
photography in the early Sixties 
Gomething many people find hard 
to accept). Unfortunately, film 
titles like Me and My Brother, Lite 
Dances On and Keep Busy are not 
household names, even for fans of 
his photography.

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Jun Ishimuro 


In his current exhibit, Japanese 
ceramicist Jun Ishimuro’s 
attempts to render visible a 
fictional oasis he calls “The 
Invisible Island.” Intrigued by the 
notion of a never-never land 
uncorrupted by civilization, the 
setting for his ceramic storybook 
springs from “the idea of a 
legendary or unseen island, [a 
place inhabited] by artifacts, 
rituals and myths of primitive 
peoples.” Visually, Ishimuro’s 
clay tablets resemble black 
asphalt broken into irregularly 
shaped slabs, then sprinkled 
with sand. In most, a schematic 
figure is surrounded by 
hieroglyphic doodling embedded 
in the margins — foliage, 
Japanese calligraphy, prehistoric 
fossils and, in a more humorous 
vein, diagonal striations that 
look like a land rover ran amok 
on Ishimuro’s fantasy island. 
While Ishimuro’s nouveau 
primitivism is too slick to even 
remotely suggest anything 
authentically primitive, he does 
mold historical motifs into 
something recognizably his own.

A duel is big news in a small

What they're 
fighting about is the

The Ten 
Commandments 


In repressive times, people turn 
to the Bible for the sex and 
violence they can’t get 
elsewhere. Cecil B. DeMille, a 
master of the “See the movie — 
read the book” tie-in, knew 
where to go for material that 
would be censored if it came 
from a small-“s” source, but 
could earn his films the Good 
Housekeeping seal of approval. 
Having been young and 
impressionable when | first saw 
The Ten Commandments, | 
didn’t realize how truly awful it 
was; but it’s awfulness on an 
awesome scale that has rarely 
been equaled. No one could top 
DeMille for chutzpah and 
showpersonship. He put more 
garish color and tawdry 
spectacle on the screen than 
anyone of his day, while 
changing the name of Anne 
Baxter’s Egyptian princess to 
the less-snicker-inducing 
Nefretiri. Gone with the Wind 
still works on its own terms, but 
this pompous, eye-popping epic 
was instant camp. DeMille 
called it ‘the story of the birth 
of freedom”; opposition to 





slavery in 1956 was as liberal as 
he ever got.

Kanda Bongo Man 


Much of the Zairean music that 
finds its way to the U.S. comes 
filtered through the high-tech, 
disco filter of Parisian recording 
studios. For over a decade, 
Kanda Bongo Man has led one 
of the most popular African 
bands in Paris, but his style is 
largely free of the synthesized 
effects that often straightjacket 
the freewheeling spirit of 
soukous. Glistening guitars 
(usually played by Diblo and 
Ringo Star) and scintillating 
percussion are the heart of the 
music, as captured on last 
year’s Kwassa Kwassa 
(Hannibal), but Kanda Bongo 
Man supplies the soul with his 
lilting vocals and commanding 
stage presence.

seriocomic Cold War spy thriller reminis- 
cent of a John LeCarre novel, it’s also a 
polemic on Newtonian vs. Einsteinian world 
views, and (if you look closely) an inquiry in- 
to the differences between the ways men 
and women manage things.

| moved here from Virginia in Octo- 
ber, 1986-convinced that “‘it?’ wasn’t 
going to happen there for me. | had two 
friends in the Bay Area and had lined up a 
pretty stressful job as a family therapist in 
a school for emotionally disturbed chil- 
dren.
